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Opposition Stirred Up Against Admission Tax Bill. in Michigan

Theater Men

Measure calls for 5-cent 


levy on each ticket above 
10 cents and up to $1 


DETROIT, Mich., April 13.— 
Opposition is being stirred up 
among theatrical interests in 
Michigan against a bill which 
proposes to place a tax on admis- 
sions to theaters. The measure 
has been introduced by Repre- 
sentative Cleveland Sorenson in 
the Michigan House of Repre- 
sentatives in an effort to find 
some new means to create taxes to satisfy 
current needs and new appropriations, 
and is calculated to raise $4,500,000 
annually. 

It is practically the same item as that 
sponsored at the last biennial session of 
the Legislature by Fred R. Ming, present 
speaker of the House, and has strong 
legislative backing. 

Bill provides for a tax of 5 cents on 
each admission to any place of amuse- 
ment in excess of an admission price of 
10 cents. For de luxe and higher priced 
houses the bill is worded to tax 5 cents 
on each dollar or fraction thereof for 
Single admission, but the nickel tax 
would be effective on the vast majority 
of theater admissions, particularly in 
nearly all picture and vaudefilm or other 
combination houses in the State.

While Plunkett is leaving primarily for 
a much-needed rest, he will devote con- 
siderable time of his five-week furlough 
to arranging operating details in connec- 
tion with the Leicester Square Theater, 
which Kahane took over for the RKO 
outfit. 

In regard to reports around that.he is 
contemplating the addition of several 
houses in the British provinces, Plunkett 
Was noncommittal. Never having been 
abroad, Plunkett declared he is not yet 
able to state how he feels about matter. 

During Plunkett’s absence the admin- 
istration of the theater-operating de- 
partment will reside in Nate Blumberg, 
Major L. E. Thompson and E. M, Glucks- 
man.

CHICAGO, April 13—Circus his- 
tory was made Saturday and Sun- 
day when the Great European 
Olympia Circus played to what is 
claimed to have been the largest 
crowds that ever attended a circus 
in America for two consecutive 
days. With the building crowded 
to near capacity at each of the four 
shows, more than 30,000 people saw 
the circus on each day. 

Skeptics who predicted the circus 
would be a flop are now acclaiming 
it a whale of a show.

Despite Strenuous Denials 


NEW YORK, April 13.—Notwithstand- 
ing strenuous denials issued recently by 
Charles C. Moskowitz, Loew's general the- 
ater representative, The Billboard has 
learned from what are regarded as au- 
thentic sources that the circuit is kindly 
disposed toward the booking of acts 
sponsored by commercial organizations 
with the purpose in mind of bringing 
the name of an already widely advertised 
product before the theater-going public. 

Moskowitz’s denial of entering into 
negotiations with any commercial organ- 
izations regarding the booking of adver- 
tising acts was substantially true, how- 


ever. In the booking of attractions of 
this type the circuit 1s taking a passive 
attitude, holding itself open to buy any 
act that possesses what it classes as en- 
tertainment value “providing the price 
is right”. Generosity in agreements on 
salaries that characterizes the attitude 
of the commercial organizations reported 
tied up with Loew in booking schemes 
makes the salaries “right” enough for 
the most finicky booking floor. 

With the Bosch Radio Band as the 
forerunner, two other acts invested with 
a commercial angle played for Loew this

Present officials of Theater Guild who 
will be affiliated with new organization 
have not broken with Guild as yet, but 
are reported to be ready to hand in 
their resignations when present season 
ends, which should be within next few

New York Senate 
Passes Post Bill 


ALBANY, N. Y., April 13.—The Senate 
Friday, without a dissenting vote, passed 
the bill sponsored by Assemblyman 
Langdon W. Post of New York, which, if 
signed by Governor Roosevelt, will 
amend the so-called Wales Theater Pad- 
lock Law, providing relief to the actors 
from immediate arrest should they ap- 
pear in an alleged immoral or improper 
stage performance. 

Assemblyman Post has iabored dili- 
gently in obtaining the passage of this 
change in the present law. He had 
the support of his associate members as 
well as the Actors’ Equity Association 
and State Federation of Labor. 

Bill was passed last year, but Governor 
Roosevelt objected to the wording of the 
bill in some particulars and it was 
vetoed. The bill which is now in the 
governor’s hands has been amended so 
that it is believed that it will overcome 
the objections of the governor, and it is 
believed that he will approve it in its 
present form.

heading a picturesque cavalcade, the Sells-Floto Circus inaugu- 
rated its season today with a matinee performance at the Coliseum. 
The official opening was preceded by a street parade thru the Loop 


on Friday morning, and a dress 
rehearsal Friday night witnessed 
by a capacity crowd of invited 
guests that included hundreds of 


newsboys, members of the Circus 
Fans’ Association, circus folks and 
prominent people from all walks of life. 

The circus aggregation moved into 
Chicago from the winter quarters at 
Peru, Ind., on Tuesday. During the in- 
tervening time the performers have been 
put thru their routines twice daily, and 
this made for a smooth, finished per- 
formance on opening day. With few ex- 
ceptions, the talent with the show is the 
same as last season. It includes such 
outstanding favorites as the Poodles 
Hanneford Troupe, Mabel Ward, Herberta 
Beeson, the Neiss Troupe and others, as 
well as being augmented by the Hodgini 
Troupe and other star acts from the 
Hagenbeck-Wallace Circus. These acts 
will remain with Sells-Floto only during 
the Chicago engagement.

NEW YORK, April 13.—Beginning with 
Antact No. 39, in Syracuse this week, the 
music-arranging department of RKO 
will send out double orchestrations in- 
stead of the usual single set. One set 
of orchestrctions will be sent out one 
week ahead of the intact to enable the 
house orchestras to be familiar with the 
music before rehearsals. 

Orchestra will only have to set the 
tempo at rehearsals, saving considerable 
time. This is the first\time double or- 
chestrations are being used by RKO or 
any other circuit.

Ad Battle on 


In Cineinnati 


RKO and “Enquirer” in 
slash tilt—talkie fans now 
get reviews “straight” 


Cincinnati downtown RKO 
houses and The Cincinnati En- 
quirer, morning paper, are at log- 
gerheads as the result of a squab- 
ble over advertising which oc- 
curred Thursday of last week. 
Result of the dissension is that 
the Cincinnati RKO office has 
pulled all its advertising from The 
Enquirer, while the latter has 
checked the local RKO theaters from its 
theatrical publicity columns. 

Differences developed when the Cin- 
cinnati RKO office received orders from 
New York headquarters to cut The En- 
quirer 50 per cent on the usual adver- 
tising quota. Slash was to go into effect 
last Saturday. Enquirer balked at the 
cut, stating that unless it could share 
on an equal basis with the two after- 
noon papers it would refuse the RKO 
advertising altogether. RKO office ree 
fused to change its mind, however. 

An RKO official told a Billboard re- 
porter that the decision to cut The En- 
qiirer 50 per cent on advertising followed 
a survey by the RKO office which showed 
that The Enquirer advertising was less 
effective for its purposes, due to the fact 
that a large percentage of The En- 
quirer’s circulation goes to out-of-town 
metropolitan areas. 

Since the split between the two forces 
The Enquirer has taken an indifferent 
attitude, and the reviews of films play- 
ing at the local RKO theaters have sud- 
denly become caustic. In last Friday's 
edition The Enquirer carried an edi- 
torial condemning sound pictures in 
general. 

Even tho both sides may suffer in a 
financial way thru the misunderstand- 
ing, it comes as a break for the Cincin- 
nati moviegoers. For the first time in 
many years they are permitted to read the 
real lowdown on the local talkie fare in 
the columns of a daily paper. This is in 
contrast to the sugary contraptions 
which all the local newspaper film re- 
viewers have been foisting upon the Cin- 
cinnati public week after week, 

It should please the Cincinnatians to 
learn that The Eng*irer has found out 
after many years that there are still 
some poor talkie films being turned out. 


Kelly Playing Warner Houses

Change was made by 
Oscar S. Oldknow, executive vice-presi- 
dent, and is the first of an impending 
series of shakeups in the theater operat- 
ing, advertising and publicity depart- 
ments of the West Coast group. 

Joel Swenson, former assistant to 
Yorke, is now the advertising director of 
the Eastern houses.

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Blumberg Corrects 
“Voice” Faux Pas 


NEW YORK, April 13.—Nate J. Blum- 
berg, RKO's assistant general manager, 
has appealed to divisional, district and 
house managers to make their theaters 
an integral part of their communities. 
He said in part: 

“Your theater should play an im- 
portant part in community affairs out- 
side its four walls, as well. It should be 
tied in with every civic activity, closely 
following the lead of the community's 
outstanding newspapers, which are out- 
standing because they also play such a 
role. They'll welcome co-operation and 
ideas and see that the theater benefits 
by tied-in current attraction boosts as 
well as good-will.” 

This excerpt from Blumberg’s message 
contradicts {n attitude a standout box 
in a recent issue of the Voice of RKO. 
Squib belittled service clubs and the 
sending of acts by theaters to the lunch- 
eons and meetings of same. Box included 
the statement: “The theater really gets 
nothing and the artist a bowl of soup.” 

Exception to the box in the “Voice” 
was taken by Chester B. Bahn, dramatic 
editor of The Syracuse Herald, in an 
issue of April 5 article running almost a 
third of a column. Included in his rap 
at the circuit’s service club attitude was 
the crack that the writer should come 
west of 125th street (New York) and get 
acquainted. Bahn’s article said further: 

“This surprising about-face by the 
Keith Circuit (meaning the lid on the 
service clubs) comes as Players and Pa- 
trons Jubilee Week is being observed 
with the*customary speeches from the 
stages about the vaudevillians’ willing- 
ness to freely give their services for 
benefits, courtesy appearances, etc.” 


Eight To Stand Trial 
On Indecency Charge 


NEW YORK, April 13.—Six principals 
of the Republic Theater, Morris Posner, 
candy butcher, and Edward Roland, 
manager, will stand trial April 23 for 
participating in and sponsoring an in- 
decent performance.

Sumner objected to two scenes, which 
Billy Minsky promised to delete, thus 
making it possible for the stock bur- 
lesque house to continue operating. 
Posner is charged with selling obscene 
literature. Principals involved are Gladys 
Clarke, Gypsy Rose Lee, Minnie Fitz- 
gerald, Jim Dugan, Charles Hendricks 
and Harry Clexx.

Police Force Hurley Show 


To Close Down on Sabbath 


COLUMBUS, O., April i3.—Interna- 
tional Alliance ‘of Theatrical Stage Em- 
ployees, Local No. 12, was up in arms 
today, following action of the Columbus 
police Sunday in forcing the Lyceum 
Theater, local -burlesque house, housing 
the Fred Hurley Company, to remain 
dark over the Sabbath. Police used 
threats of arrests under the State’s Sun- 
day closing law as a club. 

Thirty minutes before curtain time 
Sunday afternoon the police descended 
upon the theater, took complete charge 
and refused to permit anyone to enter 
the lobby. Later, however, persons hold- 
ing tickets were permitted to visit the 
box office for their return money. Two 
performances had been scheduled for the 
day. 

No report of the “raid” is on file at 
police headquarters, but one of the 
police captains in charge at the theater 
said that the theater had been closed 
because the performance contained too 
much nudity and was too obscene for 
Sunday presentation. He made this 
Statement despite the fact that no one 
had seen the current production, 
Naughty Ni/fties, since its first perform- 
ance was scheduled for Sunday after- 
noon. 

Larry Buck, president of the local 
stagehands’ union, which has been op- 
erating the Lyceum Theater on a co- 
operative basis with Hurley since De- 
cember 7, has engaged Eugene Hensel, 
former police prosecutor, as attorney 
and plans to fight any action the police 
may take. ‘ 

State Sunday closing law applies to 
all theaters, Hensel said, and if the 
Lyceum is stopped next Sunday on the 
basis of this law labor leaders will file 
affidavits for the closing of other shows 
in the city on that day. He declared 
that Mayor James J. Thomas and the 
police lack the moral courage to arrest 
members of the cast on ground of im- 
morality. Hensel also sent a letter of 
protest to Mayor Thomas 

Hensel declared that the theater 
would be opened this afternoon with the 
same performance that had been sched- 
uled for Sunday.

NEW YORK, April 11.—While the impending association of 
Samuel L. Rothafel (Roxy) with RKO in its planning of certain 
portions of Radio City had been known in the trade for some time 
it was not until late this week that official announcement of the 
tieup was made by President Hiram S. Brown. Back from a tour 


of the country with his Roxy 
Gang the world-renowned theater 
and radio showman spent several 
days this week in conferences 
with Brown, B. B. Kahane, Her- 


+» Man Zohbel and other RKO officials. 


Roxy is now occupying the suite on the 
eighth floor in the Palace Theater 
Building formerly tenanted by the late 
E. F. Albee, after he retired from active 
participation in the affairs of the major 
circuit, 

No single individual in the RKO or- 
ganization, with the exception of Brown, 
is as yet in a position to state definitely 
exactly how important and far-reaching 
will be Roxy’s influence in the outfit. 
But it is agreed that he will have his 
talented fingers in almost every pie and 
the general attitude seems to be that he 
is welcome to go as far as he chooses. 


In the formal statement announcing 
Roxy’s new connection, RKO made 
known that his “activities will be in con- 
nection with the theaters to be oper- 
ated by RKO in the new Radio City- 
Rockefeller development, as well as 
RKO's radio broadcasting and other ac- 
tivities”. The reference to “other ac- 
tivities” is being interpreted in various 
Ways and to suit the ideas of those who 
might, or think they might, be con- 
cerned. 

In his personal statement of Roxy's 
induction into the RKO organization, 
Brown said in part: 


“RKO, together with its associates, has 
resources and facilities that are un- 
paralleled and with Roxy's vision, origi- 
nality, good taste and keen perception 
of public demands, it is our hope to de- 
velop a standard of entertainment for 
Radio City which has never before been 
reached in the history of popular amuse. 
ments. 

“In this connection, Roxy's associa- 
tion with RKO seems particularly timely 
in view of the present and apparently 
increasing vogue of vaudeville and stage 
in-the-flesh performances. RKO has al- 
ways maintained its belief that many 
of its patrons enjoy this form of enter- 
tainment and accordingly has main- 
tained leadership in vaudeville produc- 
tion. In its future development, Mr. 
hcothafel will be of great assistance as 
he has always encouraged and cultivated 
young talent and new material and has 
promoted a definite style of presenta- 
tion that added to the prestige and pop- 
ularity of his programs and subsequently 
brought fame to the name of Roxy.” 

Roxy's statement follows. 


“The opportunities presented by this 
association with RKO are in my opinion 
the chance of a lifetime. The plans pro- 
posed embrace many of the expansive 
developments of modern amusements 
which I have long contemplated, but 
which seemed impossible until this great 
amusement development presented itself. 
The group at the head of this colossal 
venture are men of vision and remark- 
able foresight.

Presentation Shows Making 
Definite Trend Toward Vaude 


NEW YORK, April 13.—That the stag- 
ers of picture-house units are gradually 
becoming more vaude-minded has been 
evidenced steadily among the Loew, Pub- 
lix and Fanchon & Marco de luxe cir- 
cuits. Production ideas have been played 
down considerably, thus curtailing ex- 
pense, and the units are being embel- 
lished with sock specialties for which 
the vaude field has been drawn upon 
extensively. 

To further bear out the vaude-minded- 
ness creeping into de luxe units is the 
condition existing at the Brooklyn Para- 
mount. An agreement is in effect there 
that it is unnecessary to use the regular 
run of unit shows starting in New 
Haven. It has been proven conclusively 
that audiences at the Brooklyn house 
desire a fast and sock show without 
production value, and unless a regular 
unit fits that bill it will not play the 
house. Special units along the required 
line will be used instead. Hot for Har- 
lem, at the Paramount here recently, is 
slated for Brooklyn at the end of this 
month to substitute for an unsuitable 
unit. 

Publix paved the way last season in 
drawing on vaude acts for units, and 


built its shows to correspond somewhat 
with the idea of a vaude layout., In a 
number of towns the circuit recently ex- 
ploited these presentation shows as 
vaude and, in one instance, was involved 
in a controversy over this designation 
with an opposition vaude stand. Fanchon 
& Marco units have been playing houses 
under the name cover of vaude. This 
circuit (Fox) is consistent also in its 
buying of vaude talent, and is getting 
it by handing out contracts for dates 
far in advance. Both circuits are paying 
heavy for certain types of talent, usually 
more than given by RKO to jibe with 
the extra shows a day involved. The 
higher salaries go to sock comedians, 


Loew was a little late in getting the 
vaude trend into its presentations, but 
at present is recognizing it to a great 
extent. The circuit has gone a step 
further than the others by putting out 
one unit on the average of once a month 
dubbed Loew's Vaudeville Revue. The 
third one in that category will open 
April 18 at the Paradise, Bronx. Loew 
units generally still lack consistent 
speed and sock, with elaborate produc- 
tion ideas predominating. 


Vaude Coming 
Back to Philly 


Fay’s starts April 20 — 
Earle gets acts in May — 
temporary but encouraging 


PHILADELPHIA, April 13.— 
Vaudeville will return to this city 
April 20, when Fay’s drops tab- 
loid for a five-act, split-week 
policy. It will be a Monday and 
Thursday opening, three - day 
halves, booked by Bud Irwin, of 
the Amalgamated Agency. House 
played vaude for a little more 
than two months during the 
winter, resuming On Christmas day and 
then dropping for the tabloid policy 
March 8. 

Earle, Warner house now playing Pub- 
lix presentations, is scheduled to switch 
to vaude early in May as a full-week 
stand playing from six to eight acts. No 
definite date has been set for the 
resumption of vaudeville, altho it has 
been decided to do so by the circuit. Hal 
Kemp in the New York Warner office will 
do the booking. 

While the return of vaude to these 
two houses is a cheerful note, it is not 
expected that the houses will run more 
than a few weeks at most before going 
into a straight picture policy for the 
summer. Whether they will return with 
variety shows in the fall is a question 
that will only be answered by how the 
houses do in the few weeks that vaude 
stays in during the latter part of this 
month and in May. 

Houses are not in competition with 
each other, the Warner Theater being 
in the downtown district and Fay’s up- 
town. 


NEW YORK, April 13.—-M. E. Comer- 
ford has obtained complete control of 
the six houses in Binghamton, N. Y., 
as well as theaters in Endicott and 
Johnston City. 

According to an official in the Comer- 
ford office here, it is probable that vaude 
will go into the three towns next fall, 
with Bud Irwin booking.

discussion in the trade of late. Absorb- 
ing for those who are unconcerned either 
way; alarming for the acts that are not 
backed by powerful industrial enter- 
prises and cannot make a bid for book- 
ings by suggesting split-salary arrange- 
ments. Be that as it may, there are 
features of this latest development in a 
revivified vaudeville market that were 
missed by the tongue waggers when the 
first reports reached the gathering places 
of performers, agents and producers. 


To our mind commercial booking tie- 
ups should prove of great benefit to 
vaudeville in general if, like almost 
everything else of a commercial char- 
acter, it is handled sensibly by the cir- 
cuits. You can’t make a meal out of 
caviar, epicureans tell us, and by the 
same token a circuit will not get any- 
where by dropping all else for the pot 
of gold at the end of the commercial 
booking rainbow. Whatever be the 
background of the booking of acts spon- 
sored by commercial organizations and 
carrying conspicuous trade-marks or 
spiels of their products, bookers musi 
not lose sight of entertainment values. 
With this important factor borne in 
mind it is certain that the economic 
angles of the booking field will not be 
seriously disturbed. After all, oven if 
a large number of acts bearing the aegis 
of commercial firms enter the field, these 
will provide employment for artists and 
a lion’s share for enterprising ag nts 
alive to the possibilities of the commer- 
cial booking field. And even capable 
producers, who place more dependence 
on thetr staging ability than their “in” 
_with a booking office, will also find 
themselves part and parcel of this 
happy family. 

Acts of a commercial caliber must be 
carefully censored from the ballyhoo 
angle. The public comes in for some 
consideration, and when this type of 
booking reaches great proportions, thru 
carelessness of bookers, there might 
creep in a barrage of nauseating stage 
advertising that will surely tend to keep 
the public away from the theaters af- 
fected. It is not essential that a circuit’s 
bookers be enterprising in order to effect 
commercial bookings. For many years 
the booking floors of the majors have 
been besieged by ballyhoo men of 
nationally distributed products offering 
all kinds of propositions, legitimate and 
otherwise, in order to get space and time 
on vaudefilm stages. If you want to be 
facetious about it you might suggest to 
bookers and theater operators that they 
have emerged from the advertising-cur- 
tain era and are on the verge of enter- 
ing another and more modernized phase 
of the satne lame method of cutting 
down the operating nut of houses. 

But there are several indubitably good 
features of commercial booking. For 
one, the factors surrounding these which 
make it possible to play a big act at 
little or no expense will help circults 
usually wary of extending “flesh” policies 
to use stage material in spots long de- 
prived of it. As with race prejudice, a 
closer association with “flesh” is certain 
to make one more kindly disposed 
toward it.

girls of unusual attractiveness 
possessed of singing and musical 
ability or either of these are at as 
much of a premium as sock come- 
dians. Besides a dearth of these in a 
field that has for some time been re- 
garded as overstocked with talent there 
is also a genuine demand for comedy 
nondescripts that have come to be called 
stooges. 

At least three producers with reputa- 
tions for accomplishing results are mark- 
ing time on new acts until they find 
suitable girl types. Both musicals and 
talkie studios operating in the East have 
made tnroads into this category and 
while suitable girls are available for 
short runs, few of them are willing to 
forego opportunities in talkies and musi- 
cals while playing out in the sticks with 
an act. Since Jack McLallen clicked 
big at the Palace with the latest “Sarah” 
in his act, known as Doris Ellingson, any 
number of comedians with a producing 
flair have made raids on casting offices 
and agents’ lists for girls to conform 
with her type. Miss Ellingson is rather 
tall, handles lines and sings in show- 
stop fashion. There is also evident @ 
constant quest for girls to fit in with 
the requirements laid down by Bert Gor- 
don for the girl types associated with 
him in his two-acts. 

Girls talented along musical lines are 
being sought for other than spots in 
band acts. For the last two seasons girls 
have been at a premium for bands, par- 
ticularly those adept at brass, but the 
present trend is toward girls not only 
proficient musically, but with the ability 
to fit in with smaller acts and able to 
provide a sock with their particular spe- 
cialty. 

Stooges are a more frequent topic of 
discussion in trade circles than any 
other distinct type. Few new comedy 
acts are without stooges and still there 
is no letdown in using them. Among 
the better stooges on display in acts 
playing for the majors are former suc- 
cessful comedians, m. c.’s and straight 
men. The only known requirement laid 
down by major booking offices for new 
stooges to fill is that they be dressed 


and deporting themselves differently 
than the others. There are not a few 
acts around that. depend solely on 


stooges for spotting their laughs and at 
least. five acts that have played the 
Palace thus far this season would have 
been unsuitable without the comedy 
contributions made by stooges.

Former booking leader has made no definite plans, but 
close friends say he is encouraged by latest “flesh’’ trend 
—once said he was thru as booker forever 


NEW YORK, April 13.—Only fools don’t change their minds. 
Such is the very sensible refrain Fally Markus might be singing in 
the near future if reports current are well founded. Markus made 
his exit from the independent booking field in January, 1930, declar- 
ing at the time that indiedom is doomed to an early death and that 


he, at least, is washed up with in- 
die booking forever. Now comes 
the report, from what are re- 
garded as authentic sources, that 
Markus is flirting with the come- 
back urge. Recent developments of a 
very favorable character in the inde- 
pendent field and the general trend to- 
ward the revival of “flesh” are said to 
have had their effect on the former 
leader of indiedom. 

While Markus is reported to have lost 
some of the enthusiasm he had two 
weeks ago about getting back into 
harness, he is still turning the matter 
over in his mind. And unless the hot 
weather overtakes his plans he will 
again be a factor to contend with in the 
incgependent field. Before giving up the 
ghost at the Astor Theater Building, 
Markus saw what he regarded as the 
handwriting on the wall and established 
an employment agency as a side activity. 
The employment agency project pro- 
gressed and finally Markus turned to it as 
a full-time proposition. He is still oper- 
ating as the Markus-Birman Agency, 
the Birman of the combination being a 
former indie booker and once affiliated 
with Walter J. Plimmer. 


If Markus should return to the indie 
field he will not be as much at a loss 
ae to how and where to begin as is gen- 
erally believed. Altho not specializing 
in theatrical service placements in his 
employment agency office, Markus in- 
cludes this in his work. Consequently, 
he has kept in close touch with both 
independent and major circuit theaters. 
Besides this, Markus has not relinquished 
his always keen observation of trends in 
the market. Close friends of the former 
indie booking mogul declare he is as 
well versed today in vaude matters as 
when fighting to keep his place at the 
top of the heap. 

Arthur Fisher is now the class indie 
booker, with A. & B. Dow running him 
an uncertain second. The others—Jack 
Linder, Sidney Rheingold, Harry Lor- 
raine and Harry Carlin—are holding on 
after a fashion, but at no time threaten- 
ing to run neck and neck with the lead- 
ers. In the class field Fisher is in a 
position to dictate salaries to some ex- 
tent, but it is not known that he takes 
advantage of this. With Markus back as 
a contender, aside from the matter of 
houses he will bring in with him, he will

NVA Drive Gross Estimated 
From Reports at $600,000 


NEW YORK, April 11.—Early, unof- 
ficial reports from the zone committees 
in various sections of the country in- 
dicated that the NVA Drive (Players and 
Patrons Jubilee Week), which ended in 
2,100 theaters either yesterday or Thurs- 
day, will top last year’s gross of $485,000. 
How much over that amount was got- 
ten will not be made known for a few 
weeks yet, but one official, directly con- 
cerned this year with the management 
of the drive, estimated $%600.000 in all. 


This is much less than an estimate 
made just before the drive began and 
which set the probable total as over 
$1,000,000. Considering the added income 
of approximately $200,000 from Chester- 
geld Cigarets, which sponsored the 
Stolen Jools short, the drive this year 
will, in basket collections and benefit 
shows, actually draw less than last year 
if the estimate of $600,000 comes close 
to being correct. 

In 1930, with only 1,200 houses taking 
part and with much less the “6rganiza- 
tion and co-ordination evident this year, 
the drive hit near the: $500,000 mark 
without any revenue from commercial 
firms such as it is getting this year from 
the Chesterfield short. 


The NVA Drive in 1929, which did not 
get the co-operation of the motion pic- 
ture industry that the 1930 and this 
year’s campaign received, grossed $%585,- 
000, or $100,000 more than was obtained 


in 1930 and only $15,000 less than the 
amount estimated for this year. 

No Official figures will be available on 
the exact gross of Players and Patrons 
Jubilee Week until about a week after 
the annual NVA benefit show at the 
Metropolitan Opera House, which falls 
this year on April 26. Another benefit is 
being held at the Shrine Auditorium, 
Los Angeles, on April 22, and a ball is 
to be held tonight in Chicago. 

The comparatively low estimate for 
this year’s drive against the number of 
theaters taking part, and the excellent 
organization attained, is based on the 
depression still prevalent thruout the 


country. This has been felt in the 
basket collections. 
Observation in the houses in New 


York showed that patrons were dropping 
mainly small change, nickels and dimes, 
in the baskets. In previous years the 
collectors would return the baskets, to 
the managers’ offices loaded with paper 
money and the larger pieces of silver. 

In none of the houses reviewed by The 
Billboard in New York this week was 
there any unfavorable reaction shown 
towards the Stolen Jools short, which 
preceded the basket passing. It is re- 
ported, however, that some audiences 
distinctly showed displeasure at the ad- 
vertisement-comedy. 

The NVA _ requires approximately 
$1,060,000 for yearly operating expenses 
for its social and charitable sides. 


Easter Week 


As Barometer 


Operator looked toward 
period as indication of b.- 
o. trend—results excellent 


NEW YORK, April 11.—Long 
awaited as an unerring barometer 
of what the future holds in store 
from the box-office slant for major 
combo-house operators, Easter 
Week revealed itself definitely as 
a harbinger of better times. From 
a conglomeration of authoritative 
sources The Billboard has learned 


that with a single exception the 
major circuits are enthused over the re- 
sults obtained during one of the or- 
dinarily two best weeks of the year, and 
are going ahead with certain expansion 
projects that had been hanging fire until 
the crucial week was over. 

One of the most conservatively in- 
clined theater officials in the field is re- 
sponsible for the statement that depres- 
sion will shortly become a condition of 
the past in the theater end of show 
business. In general, opinions on results 
obtained at box offices during the past 
week are that the outlook might not be 
assuredly bright, but it certainly is not 
gloomy. Operators were prepared for some 
time to observe Easter Week grosses on 
the basis of negative returns. In other 
words, if business had not taken a defi- 
nite upward trend the prognosis would 
have been that depression will not lift 
for a long time. With business being 
generally good, the most pessimistic 
diagnosis is that conditions will not get 
worse and stand a good chance of gradu- 
ally improving until they return to nor- 
mal by next season. 

An interesting feature of grosses com- 
piled for the former part of this week 
is that in houses booked with strong at- 
tractions records were frequently broken. 
Even in what are usually regarded as the 
worst theater spots in the country, most. 
ly thru the South, downtown business 
was phenomenal. In the local neighbor- 
hoods business was above average, but 
very good only in spots where “name” 
acts and draw films were being played. 
Broadway picture and combination 
houses did a land-office business. Loew, 
playing Hell's Angels in seven of its local 
houses, broke records in several of them 
and RKO did very nicely with Cimarron 
at its Mayfair. Palace business also was 
good, but the ace house was cut in to 
some extent, according to indications, by 
Hell’s Angels at the State (Loew).

RKO Will Make an Attempt 


To Revive Its Family Time 


NEW YORK, April 11.—Bob Sherman, 
Chicago booker, and Ernie Forrest, agent 
associated with Maurice Rose, were 
chosen by Charles J. Freeman early this 
week to form the nucleus of a house- 
scouting bureau for RKO’s Sixth Floor. 
This was the first step taken in a long- 
awaited attempt to resurrect Keith’s 
family time. Sherman and Forrest will 
not only seek out houses that were once 
on the old Fifth Floor and Chicago 
books, but wil! also include in their 
calls houses that have never booked thru 
the major circuit, but are now showing 
signs of being vaudeville-minded. 


Forrest will concentrate on the East- 
ern seaboard, while Sherman will cover 
the Midwest. Neither of them have left 
on their new jobs, first getting their 
itineraries in order and awaiting final 
word from Freeman, who will return 
from an up-State trip Monday. 

How mamy more men will be added to 
the scouting staff deperds upon the re- 
sults Forrest and Sherman show in the 
first three or four weeks they are on the 
road. RKO considers that this is suf- 
ficient time in whicm enough evidence 
can be gathered on whether vaudeville’s 
comeback is a fact or a fancy. 

Revival of a scouting department for 


houses by RKO is probably the outcome 
of numerous letters Freeman has re- 
ceived in the last few months from indie 
theater operators for RKO vaudeville. 
In discussing them at that time, Free- 
man was emphatic in his belief that 
vaudeville was due for a comeback. 


In the event that the family time is 
given renewed life, the worries of vaude- 
ville producers and acts about thé lack 
of break-in time and development 
grounds will be over. Lack of break-in 
houses has been a constant worry to 
producers and RKO bookers the last three 
years, but the return of the so-called 
smal] time will immediately eliminate 
this. 

Indie houses that are in towns with- 
out an RKO vaudefilmer will be permit- 
ted to exploit their vaudeville shows as 
“RKO Jr. Vaudeville”. Where competi- 
tion exists, the indies will have to do 
without the RKO rep. in exploitation. 

It is understood that full co-operation 
will be given the scouts by Radio Pic- 
tures, but what this will entail is not 
known. Many independent managers 
are known to have reported to the film 
company that pictures were not holding 
up and that a bolster in the way of 
stage shows was urgently needed. 


a staff—variously said to number from 
100 to 200 people—for his preliminary 
work in connection with the two RKO 
theaters in Radio City, also the broad- 
casting station to be operated in con- 
junction with the gigantic scheme.

& Bial’s brought up to the times. There 
might even be included a level in the 
floor plan where patrons can partake of 
refreshments while seeing the show. 
Everything is vague and generalized at 
this time, and Roxy has more than a 
year to decide exactly how his ideas 
shall take shape and apply to the am- 
bitious venture. Meanwhile it is very 
likely that Roxy’s oft-solicited opinions 
will carry much weight in the future op- 
eration of RKO’s vaudeville booking de- 
partment. 


Altho Roxy has completely terminated 
his connection with the Fox-operated 
theater of that name, an agreement is 
in effect whereby “Roxy” remains as the 
monicker of the house until September, 
1932.

Melodies of Yesterday is a singing turn 
that is really worth while. A mixed 
sextet, all possessors of powerful voices, 
give their conception of The St. Louts 
Blues in operatic fashion. Following 
this Caesar Rivoli, who directs the house 
orchestra from the pit, gives some mas- 
terful impressions of famous musical di- 
rectors and composers. For a bang-up 
finish to a splendid vaudeville offering, 
the singers render a selected repertoire 
of Victor Herbert melodies, with Rivoli 
impersonating the immortal composer 
before a beautiful setting. Rivoli was 
compelled to take numerous bows before 
he could still the applause.

Ever since Phil Baker started making the Palace his frequent New York ad- 
Gress the wise boys have been able to scent a good show by watching for his 
name in lights. Mixed metaphors notwithstanding. This week is no excep- 
tion, and the accordion man, on the second lap of what they hope to make a 
new record for an emsee run, does very well by himself and the Judgment of 
Arthur Willi. Phil has excellent material with which to work. There's Bert 
Lahr, playing here for the first time since he became a big “name,” and Ben 
Bard, who also helps Baker considerably in making the entr‘actes delicious 
morsels of informal entertainment. Harry McNaughton, who was of some help 
to Baker last week, remains over for an important part in the clowning. Show 
is top-heavy as regards the halves, but leaves a good taste. Technically one of 
the best presented opening shows caught here this season. In every way the 
Palace has put on the Ritz, and now for the first time it can be referred to as 
vaudeville’s showcase without a thumb in the cheek. Lou Forman’s scenic over. 
ture gave the bill a fiying start. 


CHARLES CARRER, once billed as the Swiss juggler, put over his familiar 
routine without planted misses or obvious stalling. The object jongleur dis- 
plays some interesting sight stuff and works with enviable finesse. His parting 
trick drew a hand that warranted the encore. 

ANNE PRITCHARD’S dancing act, with five boys, has its very good mo- 
ments, and Others that might be eliminated without being missed. Both the 
blond girl and her hoofing support excel in routines that call for pirouetting, but 
are not forte in comedy attempts or warbles. Let it be stated, however, that 
Miss Pritchard’s sing-dance of Walking My Baby Back Home is a sock item, and 
that this act is costumed with truly artistic taste. Got a strong parting hand. 

HARRY BURNS has made a number of changes in his comedy act, and at 
this stage of the game the writing of his material is credited to Doug Leavitt. 
In nis wop dialectics with Tony De Lucca, Burns has few competitors in major 
vaudeville, and this team represent a nestalgic throwback to the Clark and Verdi 
days. A very appreciative audience ate up whole their punch, old and indifferent 
nifties Sight comedy helped get this act a show-stop. Helen Lockwood plays 
bits in the several scenes, as does Dorothy Sevier, the latter contributing her own 
idea of the wiggly Rumba, while the others give musical accompaniment. 

RUTH ROLAND’S inning was short and almost always sweet. The erstwhile 
screen serial heroine sang a routine of familiar numbers with better salesmanship 
than voice, finishing with a robust Ted Lewis impersonation, wherein a pickaninny, 
dressed exactly like her, animates the allusion in the song Me and My Shadow. 
Miss Roland was forced out for an encore of yodeling. And then came flowers 
and some smart carrying-on with Baker. Together with Bard and McNaughton, 
Baker made his howdedo preceding Harry Burns and in bit joined in by Lou 
Forman from the pit and Baker’s perennial plant, Humphrey Muldowney. 

BERT LAHR was given a sincerely strong buildup by Baker after the latter 
clicked in several bits with McNaughton. Lahr was a source of belly quaking all 
the way thru. Not a vastly different Lahr from he who was of Lahr and Mercedes. 
Public recognition has come, but Lahr is the same gorgeous comic who used to 
slay them in burlycue. The act is in two scenes, the first a street affair, wherein 
the lisping buffoon is rigged out as a cop, and the second an almost exact dupli- 
cate of the pilot test gem from Flying High. Ben Bard fits like a glove as straight 
in the latter. RKO’s censor might use the shears on the punchiest piece of busi. 
ness. That’s what Mr. Brown gets for catering to women and children, 

MARION SUNSHINE is back after about six months, probably more to tie 
iu with the booking of the Havana Casino Orchestra than on the strength of her 
appeal as a single. But the little girl who got added fame and kale for writing 
the English lyric and title of The Peanut Vendor did not disappoint. She opened 
with classic song-talk number a la Gertrude Lawrence, then came an uncon- 
vinecing Chevalier impression, and finally The Peanut Vendor, done in Raquel 
Meller fashion. Directly at the opening of the second half, however, Bard and 
Baker landed sclid with a bit wherein the latter plays the role of an impossi- 
ble moll. 

DON AZPIAZU AND HIS HAVANA CASINO ORCHESTRA were here on their 
American debut two weeks short of a year ago.

Sam Lewis, who recently split with 
Sam Dody after a long and well-known 
partnership, has turned gigolo (just for 
comedy purposes), and is heading a five-

Carlton. He shows up in an excellent 
light at comedy wielding, and the act 
itself holds up as good entertainment. 
Still it is not in a finished state, with 
lots of knitting to be done to weave it 
into a smoother and finer article. 

Comedy exists, with Lewis handling it 
solely, but too much dependence on 
Lewis often has the assists idle and the 
gab flowing unevenly. Song-dance solos 
heed to be spotted better as well. Looks 
as tho more work and attention will 
whip it into shape. 

Idea of the act capitalizes on the 
popularity of a gigolo, with Lewis taking 
that part in a comedy light. He works 
it on two girls, and is funny when 
nervous about the jealousy of the hus- 
band of one. After a lot of clowning 
it turns out that the girl’s necklace has 
been stolen and that Lewis is a detec- 
tive in disguise. Singing finish by the 
entire company gets the act off. Lewis 
retains his ventriloquist’s dummy bit 
and his hoking in woman attire. Peggy 
Dolan and Helene Garcia, neat blondes, 
solo at song-dance, with the singer doing 
well. Ralph Singer shows up nicely as a 
meg.-singing waiter, and Jack Grager 
does nicely in his straight assignment. 

Got lots of laughs here and a pro- 
longed reception, with Lewis thanking 
them nicely and reminding them of his 
Lewis and Dody derivation.

Act opens with the band blaring away 
and Miss Hoffman crooning Cheerful 
Little Earfui thru a meg. Six ensemble 
numbers follow, each featuring a special- 
ty. Miss Hoffman warbles Just a Gigolo, 
Sweet Jenny Lee and The Moon Is Low, 
and renders one violin solo. She sells 
her stuff via the personality route, 
peppy movements and teeth display in 
particular.

Pair top off their 
delectable act with rough-house hoofing 
of the kind that stamps both as corkers 
in this line. They bowed off to great 
applause. Should be welcome here or 
any other house anytime.

Stock Review 


Cabaret Girls 
(Reviewed Monday Evening, April 6, at 
the Gayety Theater, Brooklyn) 

By a wide margin the best of the 
latter-season crop of circuit shows 
Caught around here. This is Prank X. 
Silk’s contribution to I. H. Herk’s effort 
to prolong the life of a shattered and 
battered season. Silk is the first-ranking 
comic and producer of the book. At this 
stand, however, Cabaret Girls is not the 
show Mutual meant it to be. Harold 
Raymond added four of his own princi- 
pals, saw to it that all but one of the 
sets used were supplied by him and 
made a raid into the chorus ranks to 
replace five of the 16-girl line with his 
house nifties. Consequently, with at 
least five scenes contributed by the 
Gayety staples, Cabaret Girls is almost 
what a burlesque show should be like. 
Which is about the highest praise an 
honest reviewer can bestow in this day 
cf declining burlesque. 

Harry (Boob) Evanson, who some day 
will be picked by enterprising legitimate 
or talkie scouts, runs a pretty close race 
with Silk for the comedy honors. Evan- 
son is from Raymond’s own troupe. Oth- 
ers on the house staff are Murray Leon- 
ard, of whom we have already said 
plenty in regard to his talents; Trudy 
De Ring and Sally Swan. Miss De Ring 
does well in scenes, and both of the red- 
headed ladies are _ strippers; plenty 
needed in a show that falls short in 
this highly developed and “vital” branch 
of burlycue. 

Silk works in scenes mostly with Paul 
Jerome. Little contrast between these 
hobo comickers, but they work mostly 
along lines that make contrast in com- 
edy effects unnecessary in order to draw 
laughs. Frank DuFranne is always the 
capable; aggressive straight, and Johnny 
Baker does character and juve bits, ap- 
pearing also in olio song-dances with 
Muriel Curtis. Arman Monte, techni- 
cally a character man, is one of the 
show's most valuable principals. He 1s 
very capable in scenes, doing a wop on 
occasion, but his forte is the clarinet. 
He plays this instrument twice in the 
show, and each time to 4 show-stop at 
this pefformance. Vaudeville can use 
material of this caliber handily. 

Among the lady principals are Dorothy 
Maye, Tereta Sheaffer, Eloise Dwan and 

iss Curtis. The Misses Maye and 
Sheaffer lead numbers and are quite 
capable in strip-teasing interludes. Miss 
Dwan, as prima donna, displays a better 
personality than pipes, but has the kind 
of delivery that grows on one. It doesn't 
Sound half bad after she goes thru sev- 
eral choruses of a number. She also 
works nicely in scenes, as does Miss Cur- 
tis, who is essentially a specialty person. 

This show has broad, punchy humor 
and plenty of raw dialog and business. 
Several pieces of business in Evanson’s 
scenes are rather too direct to be tagged 
as double-entendre. But if they did not 
give the stags just this kind of stuff 
we doubt seriously whether the Gayety 
would still be operating. One thing is 
certain: Brooklynites in this neck of 
the boro do not come to the Gayety to 
see good dancing or hear classical sing- 
ing. Speaking of dancing, Cabaret Girls 
apparently came in for more expert at- 
tention in line routines than any of its 
predecessors over this part of the route. 
Not only are the stage numbers marked 
by original maneuvering, but also on the 
runway there is a tendency to get away 
from the wornout patterns that have 
been in use since Billy Watson wore 
swaddling clothes. 

Raymond staged the picture number, 
which has considerably more of a basis 
for inclusion here than a display of 
breasts in various attitudes. Paul Kane 
was responsible for the runway numbers 
Again it must be stated, in justice to 
Harold Raymond, that the lighting of 
this house makes that of its sister, the 
Star, look pale by comparison. Cabaret 
Girls even without the obvious Ray- 


mond fixing, will go on thru the route 
making friends of managers for the 10- 
SUGAR.

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Legit at $1 Top To Get Try; 
‘Young Sinners First Offering 


George Sharp opens New Yorker Theater April 20 with 
low-scaled legit to compete with movies—only Broadway 
successes to be used—plans expansion 


NEW YORK, April 11.—Low-scaled New York legit will get 
its first real test in its fight with movies when George Sharp brings 
his new stock company into New Yorker Theater April 20. Sharp 
is going after movie trade by offering Broadway hits at $1 top. Plan 
is to bring shows into New Yorker directly after finish of regular 


Broadway runs with as many of 
original cast as possible. Idea 
should prove to be most effective 
weapon yet used with which to 
combat cheaper entertainments 
and make public flesh-conscious. 

* Sharp is first of Broadway producers 
to cut prices on shows in such a way 
as to stack legit entertainment up 
against movies on an equal footing. 
Other producers have tried two-for-ones 
to lure audiences into shows that would 
otherwise be flops, but Sharp’s plan is to 
give first-class legit entertainment at 
movie prices. Sharp contends that he 
can make money at it and that he’d 
rather have his houses filled at $1 top 
than one-third filled at $3 top. 

‘First offering will be Young Sinners, 
Broadway success of some months ago. 
Cast will include Walter Wilfon, Jack- 
son Halliday, Arthur Bowyer, Mary 
Angell, Morgan Galloway, Alfred Hesse 
and Arthur Scanlon. Bowyer, Heese and 
Scanlon were in the original New York 
company and others appeared with 
Sinners on road. 2» 

Show is slated for two-week run, altho 
Sharp makes it clear that he plans to 
keep each show going as long as au- 
diences want to see it. Death Takes a 
Holiday now scheduled to follow Sinners. 
Possibility that several oldtimers, such 
as Rain, Seventh Heaven and Lightnin’, 
may be sandwiched in at appropriate 
times. 

If plans proves successful in New York 
Sharp intends to rotate shows in Pitts- 
burgh and Columbus—where he already 
has stock companies running. This 
would insure casts longer employment 
and cut operation costs greatly and also 
give legit fight against movies a test 
in those two cities as well as in New 
York. 

Some talk of Shubert backing followed 
Sharp's announcement, probably due to 
fact that first two shows chosen are for- 
mer Shubert successes, but Sharp denies 
this rumor.

SuburbanPlan 
Fight Revived 


Frank Cillmore renews 
work to provide nights for 
New York commuters 


NEW YORK, April 11. — 
Frank Gillmore, president of 
Equity, announced this week that 
he will soon renew his fight for 
suburban nights in New York 
theaters. Action follows petitions 
received by Gillmore from sub- 
urbanites desiring to attend 
Times Square entertainments, 
who have found it impossible to 
do so under prévailing theater hours. 

Gilimore points out that New York 
suburbs offer a potential theater au- 
dience of 4,000,000 and that very little 
is being done to induce this large num- 
ber to attend legit theaters. Petitions 
have been sent in by substantial citizens 
representative of thousands who would 
attend Broadway theaters if conditions 
were different. Under present conditions 
theaters bid only for those living in or 
near Times Square section. 

Gillmore’s plan calls for definite pro- 
gram of plays opening at 7 p.m., on 
alternating evenings. This would allow 
suburbanites to remain in town and 
attend theater, catch early trains home 
and retire at usual hour. Plan to be 
worked out to best advantage would call 
for co-operation of all producers with 
plays running on Broadway. 

Shuberts are only producers who have 
given suburban nights a try to date and 
they did it with two flops, Nine Till Siz 
and Symphony in Two Flats, last fall. 
Same producers refused to hand over 
their mild success, Nina Rosa, for same 
purpose and plan met with expected 
failure. 

Tryout proved little or nothing ex- 
cept that suburbanites, like Broadway- 
ites, refuse to attend bad plays. Gill- 
more has unlimited faith in idea and 
intends to bend every effort possible to 
show producers where it will be to their 
advantage to make it easier for sub- 
urbanites to attend their offerings. 


Ben Greet to New York 


NEW YORK, April 11.—Sir Philip Ben 
Greet, the bringer of Shakespeare to the 
road, will invade the city for a week 
startingt April 20. Prices will be low— 
probable two-buck top—at theater not 
yet decided.

NEW YORK, April 11.—George White 
and Lew Brown are working on book of 
White's forthcoming Scandals, music of 
which will be done by Ray Henderson.

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N THESE columns a week or so back 
] a play called The Silent Witness came 

in for a few gentle catcalls. The 
striefing was hardly of unusual vigor, 
and it camé™about at all mainly because 
The Silent Witness was billed as a mys- 
tery play, and was therefore judged as 
one. And the disheartening fact remains 
that it utterly failed to mystify. 

Since then, however, the press depart- 
ment of the Messrs. Shubert, who pre- 
sented the opus, reports that it is doing 
more than usually well at the Morosco, 
where it is housed. A goodly number 
of patrons, say the blurbs, come to see 
it, and most of them go home again very 
well impressed, telling their friends to 
see it, too. In other words, The Silent 
Witness, if the Shubert press department 
is to be believed, seems in a fair way 
of becoming at least a moderate success. 


No one is happier over the news than 
your scribe. If he created the impres- 
sion in his review that the show was 
something of a turkey—tho an impres- 
sion. so strong was certainly not intended 
—he cheerfully admits his error. The 
Silent Witness provided him an evening 
of pleasant—if not very exciting—enter- 
tainment, and he’s glad to see it get 
across. It’s not by any means a terrible 
show. 

It is, in fact, pretty good if you judge 
it as a meller instead of a mystery. 
There’s excitement of a sort, and there’s 
a great deal of very good acting which 
brings that excitement to a higher peak 
than it ever really deserves. 

But all of this is merely a long-winded 
preface to the general fact that mystery 
plays on this street of sorrow are pretty 
dangerous things. It’s almost impossible 
to produce one that really has the cus- 
tomers guessing about what is what. 
Audiences on Broadway, thru long ex- 
posure, have gotten on to the sort of 
thing that the mystery mellers include, 
and it’s a harder task to try to fool 
them than most dramatists are capable 
of. At least most dramatists of the kind 
that would tackle a mystery show in 
the first place. 

Audience knows that it’s never the 
prime suspect who's done the dirty work. 
It can’t be; otherwise, where’s the mys- 
tery? Even if, as in the case of The 
Silent Witness, the grim horror is per- 
formed before your very eyes, you can 
be pretty sure that either your eyes or 
the wily playwrights are deceiving you. 
And that point once gained, the rest is 
usually painfully obvious—obvious, that 
is, to everybody except the actors on the 
stage and the dramatist in his study. 

Something’s wrong with the system. 
Either the dramatists are too dumb or 
the audiences too wise—probably a little 
bit of both factors. 

Take again the case of The Silent Wit-

The report rings round the pave- 
ments that when it,was done in England 
the scenes that are now cutbacks, and 
which are supposed to explain the 
alleged mystery, were acted out in their 
chronological places, and the show 
wasn’t a mystery at all. It might have 
been a great deal better if the tampering 
Gribble—who fixed the play up for 
American consumption — had left it 
alone. If he had The Billboard’s repre- 
sentative, among others, wouldn’t have 
been forced to judge the show as a 
Inystery; he could have enjoyed it purely 
as a pretty effective hoke thriller—which 
is just what it happens to be. 

But, your scribe insists, the purpose 
of a mystery play is to dabble in mys- 
teries, and this neither The Silent Wit- 
ness nor any of the other thud and 
blunder masterpieces that are produced 
yearly on Broadway manages to do. 
Some day, from somewhere, there’ll come 
to town a mystery play that really 
mystifies. But it'll have to be some- 
thing newer, more startling and more 
original than anything since The Spider.

Commissioner Kelly refuses new group permit to hold 
benefit ball for jobless actors—Better Business Bureau 
denies sanction—city officials investigate 


NEW YORK, April 11.—Jobless Actors’ Emergency Relief, 
Inc., whose supposed purpose is to aid unemployed actors, is being 
submitted to thoro probing by city officials, NVA and Actors’ 
Equity. A State charter was granted the organization last Tuesday 
and since that time its officers have managed to bank $5,000. 


Three in a Row

Deputy Commissioner of Public

Actors’ Equity and NVA stepped in 
and did their share of investigating. 
Result was that NVA posted bulletin

On Wide Price Seale Cuts 


Two-for-one and cut-price 


coupons used extensively— 


some shows sell out on them—hits sold in cuts at b.-o. 
prices—moviegoers brought to legit 


NEW YORK, April 11—Broadway managers in the last few 
months have been getting wise to themselves and have begun fight- 


ing movies on their own ground. 


Legit here has started extensive 


price-cut and two-for-one campaigns in the Chicago manner, and 
result has been seen in extensive patronage of otherwise flop shows. 


Thousands have been cashing in 
on two-for-one coupons distrib- 
uted all over city who would 
otherwise have been settling 
down in movies for a good nap. 

Not only that, but many shows that 
are nits are taking advantage of Joe 
Leblang'’s agency to sell at b.-0. prices. 
These shows figure that Many amuse- 
ment seekers go into Leblang’s and buy 
tickets for their shows after seeing them 
on the board who would never have 
thought of going direct to the box of- 
fice. Among shows listed in basement 
at 48d street are Private Lives (which 
selis all its $2.50 and under seats thru 
Leblane’s), America’s Sweetheart and 
plénty others. During Holy Week, As 
Husbands Go and House Beattiful, both 
going big, were found in cuts at b.-o. 
scale. 

There are plenty examples of shows 
cutting down definitely on top prices and 
scaling accordingly. Shuberts’ revival of 
Peter Ibbetson, opened this week, is at 
thiée-buck top, unusual in revival of 
such size. Huge new Carroll Theater now 
under construction will have three bucks 
as highest price. Four Brandt houses 
on stibWay cifcuit have musical shows 
(révivals of recent hits) rotating between 
them with single dollar drawing best 
locations 

And more are coming. As reported 
elsewhere in present issue, revival of 
Dracula is due Monday at Royale with 
two-buck top, George Sharp is opening 
stock company at the New Yorker on 
20th with one buck high and Sir Ben 
Greet is bringing week of Shakespeare 
same day for two dollars. 

But the tw6-for-one—and now more 
often thiee-for-one or merely cut-price 
toupohs—is doing the main work. 
They are issued by managers of flops, 
distributed by the thousand and en- 
title holder to buy. two or three tickets 
for the price of one, or to get 50 or 75 
per cent reduction on b.-o0, prices. They 
come in various forms, but they all 
amount to same thing. 

One variation, used by only one show 
now in town, is bad. Free slips are dis- 
tributed, and when patron presents them 
he is socked for 50-cent “courtesy tax”. 
This not only sours potential moviegoer 
—who is usually too proud to balk—on 
that show, but on legit in general. 

Biggest price cut came with Shuberts’ 
intimate musical, Meet My Sister. This 
not only lowered top to three bucks— 
unusual for new musical—but also dis- 
tributes half-price slips that let best 
seats go for dollar and a half. Other 
shows using slips in one form or another 
are In the Best of Families (whose 
coupons entitle holder to buy orchestra 
for buck and balcony for four bits, and 
which is doing sell-out business on 
them), revival of American Tragedy 
(most of which goes for half a dollar 
straight), Dr. X, Privilege Car (closing 
tonight), Lady Beyond the Moon (a last 
week flop which is due to fold this eve- 
ning), and Gray Shadow. 

Slip practice here was started with 
Stepping Sisters last summer, and Rob- 
ert Renee, company manager, who was 
responsible for cut-price success of that 
one, has been hired by Shuberts to do 
same for their potential turkeys. 

Practice is called pernicious — from 
viewpoint of expensive shows—but it at 
least serves to make crowd of amuse- 
ment seekers legit-conscious. It draws 


———————————————— 


its customers practically entirely from 
the movies, interests them in flesh which 
they wouldn’t otherwise see and makes 
them potential buyers of ducats for the 
higher priced attractions. It doesh’t 
disturb prices of others, for the real 
legit patrons are not kind who cash in 
on cut-price papers; they're almost all 
movie crowds. They're the great mass of 
amusement seekers merely looking for 
something to do, who may be weaned 
away from the movies—and price cutting 
is oné way to do it. 


Helen Hayes To Do Play 
For Miller Next Season 


NEW YORK, April 11—Helen Hayes. 
who recently signed movie contract with 
Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer, won't desert legit 
for movies entirely. In addition to pic- 
ture work she will definitely appear in 
play by Gilbert Miller, under whose 
management she is now touring in Pet- 
ticoaf Inflwence after New York engage- 
ment in same play. 

Rumors had Miss Hayes doing Mary 
Rose for Miller next year, with Arthur 
Hopkins mainly implicated in deal, but 
Miller office announces that show will 
be Molnar’s satire, The Good Fairy. Play 
was first performed last October at 
Comedy Theater in Budapest.

In- 
stead studio work will be looked upon as 
rehearsal, and actors will be paid in 
regular weekly salary during run of play. 

Plan reverses manner in which movie 
actors are paid. They receive weekly 
salary for time put in studio work alone 
By time picture comes out their pay 
checks have been stopped for some time. 

Idea should give permanency to actor's 
job, for as long as he appears in movie 
sequences producer will be forced to re- 
tain him in real life part.

work for unemployed actors in past, 
sometimes using her own money to aid 
the jobless. She also said movement 
had the indorsement of Better Business 
Bureau and that she had known the 
late J. P. Morgan intimately. 

Henry Chesterfield, head of the NVA 


Club, came forward to state that both. 


Samuel Johnson and “Major” Ward 
owed NVA money loaned them by the 
club. Better Business Bureau denied 
emphatically that the new organization 
had its sanction. It stated that Miss 
Ward had come to the Bureau to outline 
the organization's plans, but that no ac- 
tion had been taken to indorse her idea. 

“Major” Ward also stated that Clifton 
Webb, of Thrée’s a Crowd, and Joé Cook, 
star of Fine and Dandy, had given their 
support to the project, but representa- 
tives of these actors denied they knew 
anything about the organization at all. 

According to Commissioner Kelly his 
department has met with numerous re- 
quests for permission to stage pseudo- 
charitable benefits for unemployed 
actors this year, which, upon investiga- 
tion, have proven to be rackets of the 
baldest nature.

She 
braves his curses and finally wins him, 
with the curtain going down as he stalks 
out into the world with her in his arms. 

Walter Woolf is Captain O’Malley, the 
great pirate. His bronzed body and 
husky voice go a long way to convince 
you that he could possibly be a great 
man, but somehow the entire character 
doesn’t ring true. You will be inclined 
to smile at his conquests in the same 
manner that he does. Nedda Harrigan is 
a believable governor’s wife. She knows 
how to go about winnfng a great man’s 
attention and does it convincingly. 
Carla Hunter is the play’s one real con- 
tribution. She is announced as a new- 
comer to Broadway from Georgia, and, 
altho that isn’t as far south as Central 
America, she seemed to be just about 
that much closer to her part than any 
of the others. Only genuine laughs of 
the evening came from the actions and 
words of Miss Hunter. John Westley is 
a satisfactory governor who trembles at 
the mention of the great man’s name. 
Edward Nannery, as a Central American 
military official, provides several laughs. 
Then there’s Theodore Hecht, who comes 
on as a poetic young fellow seeking his 
one love, and does well when he finds 
her. 

It takes more than a couch and a bold, 
bad pirate to make a piay. The Great 
Man hasn't got the stuff that Broadway 
hits are made of.

Jed Harris has chosen for his third 
presentation of the season a sophisti- 
cated comedy of penthouse life from the 
pen of Sheridan Gibney. It is Gibney’s 
initial try at Broadway, and, altho it 
shows promise, The Wiser They Are will 
do little to establish the author’s name 
in the Times Square sector. It will do 
nothing to further Jed Harris’ reputation 
as a producer of hits. Gibney has 
tackled what is to the mind of this re- 
porter the most difficult phase of dra- 
matic writing—sophisticated comedy. It 
has to be awfully good to get across, and 
if it isn’t then it’s usually pretty sad. 
That’s what The Wiser They Are is. 

Story treats of a situation not unlike 
that of Private Lives, and if memory 
serves you well you must know that it 
took everything Noel Coward had (in- 
cluding his reputation and his presence 
in the cast) to put that one over. A 
man of the world tires of women of the 
world, decides to get married, finds it 
difficult to rid himself of ladies from 
the past, proposes to a distant but mod- 
ern cousin, they find it next to impos- 
sible to trust each other, finally decide 
that it is impossible and the curtain 
falls. 

Osgood Perkins, who usually has the 
indorsement of this reporter in what- 
ever he does, is miscast. While Adolph 
Menjou is playing Perkins’ old part in 
Front Page in the movies, Perkins is at- 
tempting a typical Menjou role in The 
Wiser They Are. One can hardly picture 
sophisticated ladies from Park avenue 
falling for him. He is a fine actor and 
does all he can with the part, but it 
isn’t the type of thing Perkins was cut 
out for. Ruth Gordon in the part of a 
nit-wit modern girl is something to rave 
about. It is Gibney’s finest character 
and she plays it for all it’s worth. Char. 
lotte Wynters does well in the role of an 
opportunist who wanders in and out of

the penthouse at will. Julia Hoyt is far 
less convincing as a wife who cannot 
deny herself the charms of Perkins. G. 
Albert Smith does nicely in the part of a 
friend, and Geoffrey Bryant is all that 
his unsophisticated role calls for. 

The Wiser They Are is a brave try and 
deserves more time than Broadway will 
give it. Gibney will, however, most like- 
ly be heard from in the future.

What has Russia ever done to the 
writers of Broadway drama? It’s true 
that it hiccuped up a Roar China! re- 
cently, but that’s hardly enough to ex- 
plain the virulence with which the play- 
wrights go after it. For it was a Russian 
princess that the broad-beamed cham- 
bermaid turned out to be in the ill-fated 
Paging Danger; from Russia came the 
crippled menace of Roy Daavidson’s 
similarly crippled Right of Happiness, 
and now from Russia comes the milk- 
white waif of Joy of Living, which is 
direfully trying to inculcate that joy 
into fast-numbing audiences at the 
Masque. 

Joy of Living chiefly affords the dis- 
tressing spectacle of Taylor Holmes gone 
completely Weber and Fields. Scene is 
laid in the Berlin palazzo of Herr Marx 
(guaranteed not one of the original Four 
Marx Brothers), who might tritely be 
described as a diamond in the rough. He 
has gained untold wealth in stock 
manipulations and spent a good portion 
of it on the pictures that endlessly 
decorate the vastly amusing and totally 
uncredited set. 

To him one night comes a once 
wealthy man whom he has ruined (and 
whom he takes on as his valet), and 
later a waif (female, of course), who has 
been foraging for food. Herr Marx sees 
in her the vis-a-vis he has always de- 
sired and acts accordingly. 

Rest is pretty simple. Valet naturally 
also falls in love with her, there is the 
usual big seduction scene at the end of 
the usual second act, and by various 
shady stock manipulations that com- 
pletely hoodwink his employer the valet 
manages to get back a great part of his 
wealth. In the end the great-hearted 
Marx forgives him, goes into partnership 
with him and sees him go off with the 
wistfully coveted dame. And the curtain 
goes down on him murmuring lugu- 
briously, “Anything Herr Marx desires— 
he doesn’t get.” 

All of this is conducted with a maxi- 
mum of slapstick, and with Taylor 
Holmes talking in a German-American 
accent which, since the play is laid in 
Berlin anyhow, could have been moti- 
vated only by a desire to beat the im- 
mortal Ogu. It was all quite disappoint- 
ing. More might have been expected of 
two such genial gentlemen as Holmes 
and Donald Brian, but the play never 
gave them a chance. Brian was his usual 
charming self, but that was all, and 
Holmes ——. 

In the chief role Holmes was—if you 
don't mind a pun—a marxed man. Under 
a Kaiser Wilhelm schnurrbart and the 
accent with which he was saddled, he 
could just as well have been W. C. Fields, 
Will Hays or Billy Minsky. Only possible 
reaction about it all is “why?” 

Betty Hanna was quite sufficient as 
the storm-tossed Russian refugee, and 
Bernard Gorcey contributed a bit that 
would have done credit to the Repub- 
lic burlesque. but not, your scribe fears, 
to the play at the Masque. Harry But- 


ler’s staging was slow and often point- 
less. 

It is said that Joy of Living (which 
was first called Milk White Skin by its 
American producers) emerged under its 
present title because of strict orders 
from the German authors. Why they 
grew so excited over it all is a question. 
The play, by any Other name, would 
smell the same, and the present title is 
just as inappropriate and even more 
banal than the one first suggested. 

Receipts of the first week go as a 
benefit to the TPROA, which would seem 
to leave the management out in the 
cold. Fog it’s extremely doubtful wheth- 
er there'll be any other receipts beyond 
them. EUGENE BURR.

John Peter Leister has used the pres- 
ent expose of corruption within the New 
York police department as the basis for 
his melodrama, The Rap. He has incor- 
porated missing judges, grafting patrol- 
men and framing detectives in an effort 
to dramatize front-page criminal news 
of the last months. Leister hasn’t failed 
altogether, for The Rap isn't a bad little 
play, but it is a feeble attempt when 
one stops to consider the enormous op- 
portunity which his subject offers. 

Curtain rises on a dark stage, with 
a@ man about to open the door to his 
office. A shot rings out and the mys- 
tery begins. Dead man is an ex-district 
attorney, who was occupied with an in- 
vestigation within the political and po- 
lice circles. A reporter, the first on the 
scene, notifies the police, and a detective 
and patrolman take charge. Murdered 
man’s secretary is found tied up in the 
office vault. She is unable to explain 
much of the mystery. A nervous night 
superintendent, a cleaner and a Negro 
porter are questioned closely. Suspicion 
points to almost everyone at one time 
or another. In the end the old formula 
of picking cut the man most unlikely to 
be guilty to be the criminal works out. 

There is one rather obvious flaw in 
the plot which should be pointed out to 
somebody. In the closing scenes. when 
the mystery is unraveling, four men oc- 
cupy the stage—the detective, patrol- 
man, reporter and cleaner. It is then 
that the patrolman jumps from the win- 
dow to escape punishment from the 
hands of his own department. Then 
the cleaner is taken out by another pa- 
trolman, leaving the reporter and detec- 
tive alone. When the reporter starts to

Every so often the Warner organiza- 
tion turns out a picture that is out of 
the ordinary. This is one of that type. 
With George Arliss, as the star; Earl Derr 
Biggers, as the author of the story Idle 
Hands. from which the picture was 
made, and Booth Tarkington, as the 
writer of the dialog, one naturally ex- 
pects something different and better. 
And even with such high hopes this one 
turns out to be even then a delightful 
surprise. 

Here is a different George Arliss. A 
totally different Arliss from Disraeli, The 
Green Goddess and Old English. Here 
he is without the stoic diplomacy of the 
first character, the menacing influence 
of the second and the irascible eccen- 
tricities of the latter. Here he is more 
the George Arliss as one might picture 
him in everyday life. Here he is given 
a whimsical] humorous bit of delineation 
that he plays in such a delightful and 
lovable manner that the audience has 
been won over to him before he has 
been on the screen two minutes. It is 
the epitome of character drawing, and 
thru this drawing will make the film 
stand well up among the best 10 pictures 
of the year. 


John Adolfi, director, has shown a deft 
hand in handling the picture. He has 
caught the humor of the character and 
has selected his cast with a critical eye; 
even the smallest roles being so perfect- 
ly cast that they stand as minor satel- 
lites surrounding the great star. Eva- 
lyn Knapp has the ingenue role and 
gives by far the best portrayal she has 
yet offered to the screen. David Man- 
ners, as the juvenile, also shows a 
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marked improvement over his previous 
work. Then there is Florence Arliss, as 
the millionaire’s wife, in one of those 
lovable roles that will endear her to 
film audiences. Noah Beery, as the un- 
scrupulous schemer; Bramwell Fletcher, 
as the butler; J. C. Nugent, as the doc- 
tor, and James Cagney, in but one se- 
quence, aS an insurance solicitor, who 
makes that scene one of the most de- 
lightful in the film, all come thru with 
honors. 


Story, by Earl Derr Biggers, is just 
meat for the Tarkington dialog. It is 
typically American and a far cry from 
the numerous mystery yarns for which 
Biggers has become known. Its locale 
and idea give the Tarkington humor full 
play and bring that touch of naturalness 
to characters for which Tarkington has 
become famous. 


Story starts with Arliss as a million- 
aire automobile manufacturer. From 
what is supposed to be overwork he is 
suffering from dizzy spells. His family 
physician, after a thoro examination, 
tells him he must retire. go away to the 
West for a rest, quit smoking and take 
things easy. We next see him in a 
palatial home, where he is given his pills 
and tonics at certain hours, with his 
daughter sought after by a wealthy 
youth, who does no work, but serves on 
various clubs as director and commit- 
teeman. Idleness has made the million- 
aire more ill. An insurance solicitor 
gives him the idea to buy a small busi- 
ness somewheres and build it up. In 
other words, to get his mind off of his 
illness he should keep busy and active, 
in direct contrast to the doctor's orders. 
Thru the want-ad columns he finds a 
gas station for sale. One-half interest 
has just been purchased by a young 
chap, played by David Manners, so the 
millionaire, under an assumed name, 
purchases the other half. Day after the 
purchase they find they have bought a 
lemon, for a new highway has been 
opened and this roadway will be used 
very seldom in the future. Now comes 
the fight for which the old man is fa- 
mous. He makes his young partner bor- 
row the money to buy a new piece of 
property on the new highway directly 
across from the man who gyped them, 
pretending he is a poor man. He has 
not taken his family into his confidence 
regarding his work, and has to sneak out 
in his old working clothes, hide his over- 
alls and go thru all sorts of amusing 
situations, pretending he is taking the 
physician’s medicines and yet getting 
away with his new game that has given 
him a fresh lease on life. 


Of course, his daughter comes to the 
gas station and falls in love with the 
boy, the lad not knowing that his part- 
ner is the famous millionaire. Pretend- 
ing that he does not want the girl to 
marry this boy and that he favors the 
wealthy youth, the girl takes things in 
her own hands and marries secretly. Of 
course, it all comes out to a happy end 
and proves one of the most delightful 
and diverting films given to the screen 
in many months. A picture that is good 
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for the whole family and makes one see 
life with just a little more rosy hue. 
More power to the producers of this film 
and more like it.

For those who like their 
type of buffoonery this picture will hold 
as well as any of the previous Wheeler- 
Woolsey vehicles. 

Douglas MacLean becomes an associate 
producer of RKO on this one, and he 
also has authored the story, with the 
dialog by Ralph Spence and Al Boasberg. 
This should bode well for the talk, but 
for some reason the dialog writers have 
seen fit to put much of their thoughts 
on weak puns, and several of the com- 
edy situations have been rehashed to 
try to give them a little different angle. 

Story tells of a couple of Brooklyn 
pals. One of them, Wheeler, in America, 
buys a revolution from a mythical king- 
dom and starts for the foreign country 
to become king of that country. On the 
ship taking him abroad is the girl of 
his heart (Dorothy Lee) and her aunt 
(Edna May Oliver), who detests the boy. 
Aunt owns extensive lands in the 
mythical kingdom. Arriving there, 
Wheeler finds his pal is now king of 
the country, having won the crown in 
a crap game with his royal highness. 
From then on it is a case of the sellers 
of the kingdom to Wheeler to make him 
assassinate the present king. But 
Wheeler is unwilling to do this. Finally 
the situation is forced and Woolsey is 
put upon a throne in a courtyard, where 
the assembled populace come to cheer 
at the killing, working like a bunch of 
college boys at a football game. An air- 
plane is sent up, from which bombs are 
to be dropped on the king. He rushes 
from the throne just as one lands under 
it, and in exploding an oil well is dis- 
covered, bringing wealth and safety to 
the country. 

Part of the film makes an effort at a 
satire, while the other is pure slapstick. 
A drunk scene in a cellar, similar to the 
one done by the two stars in the 
legitimate production of Rio Rita, is 
quite amusing, while the funniest scene 
of the film comes shortly after the start 
between Miss Oliver and Wheeler. Miss 
Oliver, always one of the finest come- 
diennes on the screen, manages to get 
some good laughs out of a role that does 
not have the importance that should be 
attached to a role for a player of her 
caliber. Dorothy Lee and Leni Stengel, 
as the two sweethearts, are both stun- 
ning in rather ordinary roles. Eddie 
Cline’s direction is good.

her he has joined the army. Girl of his 
choice hears this and is so happy at 
his spirit of patriotism that he has to 
go thru with it so as not to lose favor 
in her eyes. 

Third is James Gleason, who is wedded 
to a vaudeville performer, a_ knife 
thrower, played by Zasu Pitts. In order 
to rid himself of her bossing and the 
menial household duties he has to per- 
form he runs away and enlists. Last 
one, Boyd. was engaged to a German girl 
in a Louisiana town and the day before 
their wedding goes to her and tells her 
that, owing to the fact that he is en- 
listing and going out to perhaps kill her 
people, breaks the engagement. 

With young Gleason and Cody dead 
James Gleason and Boyd are captured 
and carried to a German hospital, where 
Boyd has remained unconscious since he 
was first captured. German girl, now 
in her native land, wanders among the 
cots looking for Boyd and finally finds 
him. She is told that he must have a 
blood transfusion to save his life. She 
insists upon the transfusion, tho the 
German doctor opposes her giving her 
blood to an American. Finally an officer 
high in command orders him to make 
the transfusion. Picture is brought to 
an abrupt end, with Boyd, Gleason and 
the girl celebrating over a bottle of wine. 

-There are several tirades at war, but 
on the whole the picture never strikes 
a responsive chord. A real interest in 
the leading characters is lacking due 
to the manner in which the story is told. 
Cast is adequate, with Marion Shilling, 
a mMmewcomer, quite pleasing as the 
German girl. H. DAVID STRAUSS.

A railroad thriller, capably directed by 
William Nigh, that will hold its own for 
those who like this type of entertain- 
ment. While it is sheer melodrama, the 
action has been kept at a terrific pace. 
with a runaway freight and an express 
rushing pell-mell towards one another, 
with the freight derailed just in time to 
avert a wreck. 

There is nothing original about the 
story, but it has been kept at such a 
fast speed that it serves as good enter- 
tainment. Story tells of a millionaire 
railroad president who has lavished 
Money on a son who has made cocktails 
and women his chief ambition in life. 
Finally the son races his auto against 
his father’s special, endangering the lives 
of passengers and crew at a crossing, and 
the father cuts him off with a check for 
1,000 bucks. 

Of course, after that he meets the 
right girl and soon has taken a job as 
dispatcher on his father’s road, and it 
is his work that saves the lightning flyer 
from a head-on collision with the run- 
away freight. 

James Hall has the role of the son 
and gives a creditable portrayal. Doro- 
thy Sebastian is also pleasing in the 
leading feminine role.

“Strangers May Kiss” 
(MGM)

When Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer = an- 
nounced the purchase of Ursula Parrott’s 
novel as a starring vehicle for Norma 
Shearer those who had read it felt a 
certain compunction about its transcrip- 
tion to the scréen. There were scenes 
and sequences that would never get by 
the various censorship boards, and one 
of these sequences formed the chief idea 
of the story. 

However, Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer had 
done such an excellent piece of work in 
bringing the same author’s Er-Wife to 
the screen for the same star under the 
title of The Divorcee, even with numer- 
ous changes, that a little hope was held 
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out that they might construct an inter- 
esting vehicle out of this rather censor- 
able piece of property. But after seeing 
the film one realizes that all that is 
left of the original Parrott yarn is the 
title and the names of the characters. 
Story is so changed that’ one would 
never realize in any of it the novel from 
which it was supposed to be made. And 
at that the yarn that has been fashioned 
is practically original, anything but in- 
teresting and entirely too long drawn 
out. It must be said to the producers’ 
credit that they have given the star an 
excellent supporting cast, magnificent 
sets, and Miss Shearer gets the oppor- 
tunity to display many beautiful gowns, 
but the play is the thing, and in this 
one that play happens to be not the 
thing. Story is ordinary and, while it 
reaches several dramatic climaxes, it 
lacks that certain something that made 
The Divorcee one of last year’s 10 best. 
At the start we find Miss Shearer, as 
Lisbeth, a Boston girl of blueblood, 
working in New York. She is wooed by 
a middle-aged newspaper man, for whom 
she goes in a big way. Gentleman, how- 
ever, does not believe in marriage. An 
aunt from Boston visits her and preaches 
the marriage doctrine, telling how happy 
she has been. At a cabaret that night 
the aunt, with the niece’s party, dis- 
covers her husband in company of a 
dancer and immediately goes back to her 
hotel and commits suicide. This makes 
the niece decide on an unconventional 
free life. It is a motivation bit that 
does not appear in the book. Tho she 
is loved by a happy-go-lucky chap who 
wants to marry her, the girl loves the 
other man and goes with him to Mexico. 
When he is sent on an assignment to 
China and admits that he has a wife in 
Paris she returns to America, then goes 
abroad and becomes the darling of 
numerous men. She has Ied a wild life 
and in the midst of it gets a wire from 
the man she loves that he has secured 
a divorce and is ready to marry her. 
She returns to him, only to find that he 
has found she is notorious and will have 
nothing to do with her. She returns to 
America, still followed and loved by the 
other man. But the one who has won 
her meets her at theater, and realizing 
that he still loves the girl takes her as 
his own in spite of her indiscretions. 
Robert Montgomery appears as the 
devoted, carefree lad and gives an ex- 
cellent account of himself, as does Neil 
Hamilton, as the other man, tho the 
character fails to live up to the drawing 
in the Parrott novel. Marjorie Rambeau 
and Irene Rich acquit themselves nieely 
in minor roles. George Fitzmaurice 
directed.

“A Connecticut Yankee”

It was but natural, that with science 
and electrical inventions advancing in 
the last few years to a new high degree, 
that the famous Mark Twain story would 
be brought up to date. As a result, Will 
Rogers, who appears in the role of Hank 
Martin, has been made a radio builder 
and announcer. In addition, the Mark 
Twain witticisms have been changed to 
some of Will Rogers’ modernisms, all of 
it tending to an amusing and delightful 
hour and a half of entertainment. 

While comparisons are said to be 
odious one cannot help looking back 
at the silent version of this story made 
a decade ago by the same film organiza- 
tion, with Harry C. Myers in the leading 
role. There was something so delight- 
fully idiotic and at the same time speedy 
in action in that production that this 
one at times seems a little slow paced 
due to dialog and the deliberate manner 
of Rogers’ delivery. 

However, there are none that will kick 
on this film. It is Rogers at his best, 
given a full chance to display that amus- 
ing sense of humor of his and at the 
same time giving the audience laugh 
after laugh. Of course, there is the

sequence in which Rogers commands the 
sun to hide, the real reason being that

is aware of an eclipse. Then there 


is the rescue of Rogers, the king and 
the princess from the wicked queen, 
when a fleet of Austins leads the on- 
slaught. In the silent version Fords were 
used. 

Nearly everyone will remember the 
Twain story. Rogers is hit on the head 
by a falling piece of armor just as a 
lunatic inventor believes he has managed 
to get King Arthur’s court by radio. Rest 
of the film is the wild imagining of 
his brain as he lays semiconscious. He 
goes back to the days of King Arthur, 
where he is imprisoned. Then when it 
is believed he is a magician he becomes 
the king’s favorite, leads him against 
his villainous sister and finally brings 
about their escape and the happy mar- 
riage of the princess and the page, who 
in the modern sequence happen to be 
the daughter of the lunatic inventor and 
her boy friend. 

Picture, of course, belongs to Will 
Rogers, tho William Farnum gives an 
excellent portrayal as the king. Others 
in the cast who appear to advantage are 
Maureen O'Sullivan, Myrna Loy, Frank 
Albertson, Mitchell Harris and Brandon 
Hurst. David Butler’s direction is well- 
nigh perfect.

Class Acts 
To Get Break 


Press major factor in rid- 
ding smaller radio stations 
of cheap talent 


COLUMBUS, O., April 13.— 
Hostile attitude toward radio 
broadcasting which many news- 
papers have adopted during the 
past year is expected to become 
general thruout the country with- 
in the next several years. Should 
it do so, it will prove a decided 
step forward for the professional 


entertainers, who have been cast- 
ing longing glances at the radio field, 
but who have stayed out because of the 
relatively small returns there. 

Power of newspaper publicity has been 
a great factor in building up the popu- 
larity of radio programs, and sponsors, 
recognizing this fact, have in many cases 
been employing cheap and inexperienced 
entertainers for their broadcasts, relying 
on publicity chiseled from the news- 
papers rather than on quality of enter- 
tainment to put the programs across. 

Talent employed in such broadcasts 
usually has consisted of those persons— 
in most cases nonprofessional—who have 
been willing to furnish their services 
free for sustaining programs, provided 
they had the station owner's promise 
that they would get the first “break” on 
the next sponsored program. And when 
they do tie up with a sponsor their 
services seldom bring them more than 
$5 an hour. 

Reason this cheap-talent policy has 
worked lies in the fact that the news- 
papers, heeding the wishes of the radio 
set manufacturers that a demand be 
created for the reception of entertain- 
ment out of the air, have in the past 
cpened wide their radio pages. Very 
ordinary programs have been painted in 
glowing colors, and no effort has been 
spared in most cases to make it appear 
as tho the air were filled with the 
choicest of entertainment nearly 24 
hours a day. 

But with the newspapers leaning to- 
ward the treatment of radio news solely 
on a reader-interest basis, frowning on 
the use of trade names in the radio 
columns. and giving credit only where 
credit is due, this practice of cheap talent 
necessarily must cease. 

While the practice of cheap talent on 
sponsored programs has been followed 
seldom by the larger stations and the 
national networks, it has been a general 
procedure among the smaller stations, 
and it is in this “local” and “regional” 
station field that the professional enter- 
tainer may look for a new source of in- 
come within the next several years. 

There are approximately 670 radio sta- 
tions in the United States. Few of these 
could be classed among the stations that 
have been employing good professional 
talent on the sponsored programs, while, 
speaking conservatively, the number 
that has been following the cheap talent 
policy probably would amount to 450 or 
500. 

Considering that under normal condi- 
tions these stations probably will average 
four or five local sponsored programs 
daily, it can be seen that the future 
should bring several thousand new daily 
spots to the entertainment field.

He states: “Someone tossed a coin into 
a bass horn, whereupon Steele jumped 
from the bandstand and struck a dancer. 
He then mounted the stand, peeled off 
his coat and vest, rolled up his sleeves, 
displayed his muscular arms and made 
a speech telling of his fistic prowess and 
defying anybody to start something. 
Someone did.” 

At any rate, the Blue Steele Orchestra, 
which was booked into the Gibson for 
an indefinite engagement, leaves there 
Friday night after two weeks. Dave Har- 
mon follows in. It was at first reported 
that the Steele organization would leave 
last Friday, but it is said that Ed Fish- 
man, band booker, squared things to 
hold the combo another week. 


Bridegport Musicians’ Benefit 


BRIDGEPORT, Conn., April 13.—Loca] 
No. 63, American Federation of Musi- 
cians, Bridgeport, will hold its annual 
concert and dance at the Pyramid 
Mosque Hall, this city, April 22. There 
will be a concert by the Harry Hubbell 
Band, and 10 local and out-of-town or- 
chestras will take turns playing for the 
dancers.

Proceeds of the affair will be 
used for the relief of the unemployed 
members of the organization. 


Publishers Find New Worries 
In Electrical Transcriptions 


NEW YORK, April 13.—Having become 
reconciled to poor business and having 
devised methods which promised to 
eliminate the major forms of graft in 
the popular music business, publishers 
here felt their worries were over for the 
time being at least. But they were mis- 
taken, for they have discovered a new 
source of worry via the electrical] trans- 
scriptions for broadcasting. 

Electrical transcription is the latest 
development in commercial broadcasting. 
Insteag of employing a costly network, 
a commercial firm has a program record- 
ed on a “master” record and then makcs 
a record for every town in which he 
wishes to broadcast the program. 

When this phase of the business first 
came up for discussion and royalty pay- 
ments, John G. Paine, chairman of the 
board of directors of the Music Publish- 
ers’ Protective Association, made a deal 
with firms wishing to employ this meth- 
of orcadcasting for a 50-cent royalty 


od 


every time a record was put on the air. 
Publishers were satisfied with this ar- 
rangement and thought everything 


would roll along smoothly and that the 
royalty would be paid promptly. Re- 
cently, however, one firm discovered that 
one of its numbers had been converted 
into broadcasting records without hav- 
ing been informed. Song in question 
was taken off the air, which forced the 
company using the electrical transcrip- 
tion to come across. 


Since then several other publishers 
have learned that their tunes have been 
appropriated without their consent and 
without any offer of payment. Most of 
the publishers are steamed up over the 
issue and don’t know of any way to keep 
track of when and where commercial 
broadcasters use their numbers. 


At present there are 26 recording stu- 
dios scattered thruout the country where 
these transcriptions may be made. Un- 
less the commercial firms using electrical 
transcriptions decide to play fair and 
keep the publishers informed, the latter 
will have a tough time trying to check 
up on the broadcasters’ activities in this 
particular branch. 


Melograms 


FRANK HORNADY has been signed to 
sing and do bits at the Roxy Theater.

VARIOUS PUBLISHERS in New York 
are reviving the orchestra club idea, 
charging $5 yearly for all numbers. Job- 
bers and dealers look with disfavor upon 
the plan and one jobber in the Middle 
West has been sidetracking dance or- 
chestrations of firms making a practice 
of offering club rates. 


PAT FLAHERTY is planning to sue 
the Red Star Music Company for $200,- 
000. Pat says Red Star owes him $15,000 
of the profits and the rest for the dam- 
age it did to his prestige. Foreign pub- 
lishers are trying to collect approxi- 
mately $125,000 from Red Star via law- 
yers. 


PAUL VAN LOAN, musical director and 
arranger, has been engaged by Remick 
Music Corporation to take charge of the 
arranging department. 


GEORGE TYLER, Virginia Richards 
and Vera Richards, assisted at the piano 
by Anita Fontaine, have become a regular 
feature over WPCH and WMCA. 


MOSIER MAJORETTES, a seven-piece 
girl band, which has been playing for 
dances around New York, have been 
signed for a unit and gone into indie 
vaudeville. 


MRS. JESSE CRAWFORD and Rose

out being fined—if detected. In.the 
future any member of either association 
found violating this rule will be 


plastered with a fine approximating 
$2,500. While this practice was in 
vogue half a dozen arrangers reaped a 
nice harvest wia special arrangements.

Some time later, 
O'Flynn says, Steve Nelson and Johnny 
Burke went to Hollywood to write songs 
for the picture, had a new lyric written 
for his tune without consulting him 
and then placed the song with the Villa 
Moret firm. O'Flynn says that Steve 
Nelson and Johnny Burke made an offer 
to settle, but that the offer wasn’t satis- 
factory. Song which has caused the 
suit is entitled Yours and Mine and is 
reported to be one of the best sellers on 
the Coast.

If it 
looks shoddy, worn and generally run 
down, they are apt to get the impression 
that your stage presentations run along 
about the same line. Before starting out 
this year put your show in tip-top shape. 
Make it look as much like a first-class

Productions 


Goodman Theater may be 
lost to Chicago as profes- 
sional playhouse 


CHICAGO, April 13.—After 
six years of development it looks 
as if the Goodman Theater will 
be lost to Chicago as a profes- 
sional playhouse at the end of the 
present season. While no official 
announcement has been issued 
and directors refuse t6 make a 
statement at this time, it appears 
that there is little hope of the rep- 
ertory company being continued unless 
some unforeseen last-minute plan of sav- 
ing it is brought forward. It is being 
bruited about that while the directors 
will issue no official announcement until 
after the middle of April, their decision 
has already been made. to discontinue 
the Goodman as a professional art thea- 
ter unless someone can be found who 
will underwrite the losses. 


Robert B. Harshe, director of the Chi- 
cago Art Institute, when asked for a 
statement, replied that he had nothing 
to say. “The matter is in the hands of 
a trustees’ committee of the Institute,” 
he said, “and whenever they see fit to 
issue a statement I shall be glad to in- 
form The Billboard.” 

Color is lent to the reports that the 
theater will be discontinued by the fact 
that none of the members has been ap- 
proached with contracts for next season, 
nor have salaried members of the busi- 
ness staff been offered new contracts, and 
some members of the staff are known to 
be seeking new positions. 


Since its establishment in 1925 the 
Goodman Theater has attained the repu- 
tation of being one of the most im- 
portant producing theaters of its kind 
in the country. Last spring, when a 
change ‘n policy was made with a view 
to producing less “arty” plays and more 
having a greater box-office appeal, 
Thomas Wood Stevens resigned as di- 
rector. Twenty-four members of the 
company sent The Billboard a resolu- 
tion indorsing Stevens’ action. Of those 
24, only five—Ellen Root, Charles Schles- 
singer, Harry Mervis and Carl Kroenke— 
are still members of the company. 
Hubert Osborne has headed the com- 
pany during the year just ending and 
has put on some very fine productions. 
Some two or three that failed to click 
were, it is believed, put on against the 
better judgment of Osborne to satisfy 
the Art Institute directors’ demand for 
higher art. 

It is understood that the present in- 
tention of the directors is to continue 
only the Goodman school of the theater. 
It is probable Dr. Maurice Gnesin, pres- 
ent head of the school, will remain. 
The Sacred Flame is the last offering of 
the season. An exceptionally fine per- 
formance was given by Judith Lowry, 
loaned to the Goodman by the Stuart 
Walker Players of Cincinnati. Others in 
the cast are Ellen Root, Harry Mervis, 
Katherine Krug, Earl McDonald, Butler 
Mandeville, Kent Smith and Florence 
Williams. 


Stock for Bristol, Conn.

A boasd of arbitration, convened by 
the American Arbitration Association, 
recently considered for two hours the 
question of the justification of Frances 
Williams in withdrawing from the cast 
of The New Yorkers for a brief vacation 
March 23. 

After hearing the evidence presented 
by two doctors who had advised Miss 
Williams and two doctors who had ex- 
amined her at the request of the com- 
pany Management, the board, by a vote 
of two to one, decided in favor of Miss 
Williams. 

The actress had already returned to 
the cast of the production the day be- 
fore after having been absent for 10 
days. She will receive no pay for the 
time of her absence, but her run-of-the- 
play contract will still remain in force. 


Thank You, Gentlemen 


President of the association has just 
received @ check for $378.58 from the 
treasurer of Harper & Brothers, pub- 
lishers, which represents 10 per cent of 
the author’s royalties and 10 per cent 
of the retail price of the copies of Rob- 
ert C. Benchley’s recent book, The Treas- 
urer’s Report, which were sold in New 
York City and its environs up to March 
1 of this year. 

It is in the nature of a conscience 
fund, for Benchley, last fall, acutely 
aware that all he was doing to help the 
employment situation was to throw 
actors out of work by his criticisms of 
productions in The New Yorker, offered 
a share of his royalties to Equity. His 
offer was matched by his publishers, and 
this is the fruits of it. 

Since by now the first flush of enthu- 
siasm over this book (and it was justi- 
fiable enthusiasm, we can assure you) 
has subsided, the offer is brought to a 
conclusion. Equity, knowing how much 
good can be accomplished with this 
donation, repeats: 

“Thank you, Mr. Benchley and Harper 
& Brothers.” 


The Regular Ticket

accepting the nomination. Ticket is as 
follows: 

For president, Frank Gillmore; for first 
vice-president, Arthur Byron, for second 
vice-president, Florence Reed; for third 
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vice-president, George Fawcett; for 
fourth vice-president, Harley Sadler; for 
treasurer, Paul Dullzell; for recording 
secretary, Charles Dow Clark. All these 
officers will be elected for terms of three 
years from the annua] meeting of 1931, 
in accordance with the change in the 
constitution authorized by a _ special 
meeting of Equity members January 12, 
1931. 

For the council, for terms of five years 
from the annual meeting of 1931: Phoebe 
Foster, R. Paul Harvey, Josephine Hull, 
Jerome Lawler, Ralph Morgan, Osgood 
Perkins, Maida Reade, Sir Guy Standing, 
Henry Travers and Charles Trowbridge. 
For replacements the nominating com- 
mittee selected Priestley Morrison to 
serve unti] the annual meeting of 1935, 
and Walter Connolly to serve until the 
annual meeting of 1934. 

Ballots containing the regular ticket 
will soon be sent to ail members. Those 
who know they will be unable to attend 
May 26, the day of the annual meeting, 
should vote by means of the ballots they 
will receive. Those who attend the meet- 
ing must vote there. 

Opposite the name of each officer and 
councilor on the regular ticket there is 
a blank space on the ballot. Anyone de- 
siring to substitute any name for one of 
those nominated has only to draw a line 
thru the name of the person or persons 
he wishes to scratch from the ticket, and 
to write in the space opposite the name 
of the person. he prefers for that posi- 
tion. 

Those who vote the regular ticket 
straight need sign only once, at the foot 
of the ballot. Those scratching the ticket 
must sign twice, once at the foot of the 
regular ticket and again at the foot of 
the ballot which has been filled or par- 
tially filled with the names of their own 
nominees. 

Since the annual meeting and the elec- 
tion is responsible for those who for the 
next three, years, or longer, will control 
the policies of the association, every 
member should attend if possible, and if 
not, at least vote. 


Martin E. Mann Is Dead 


For many years the headquarters staff 
of the association had known, and 
known, with affection, a gentle little old 
man who had had the misfortune to 
outlive the opportunities of his profes- 
sion. Almost continually ill for some 
time before his death and threatened 
constantly with blindness during the lat- 
ter years of his life, Martin E. Mann 
was unfailingly cheerful and friendly. 
He died alone in the Beekman Street 
Hospital March 31, 1931. 

His last appearance on Broadway had 
been in The Student Prince in 1926. Be- 
fore that he had played for many pro- 
ducers and in a wide variety of produc- 
tions. His burial was under the aus- 
pices of the Actors’ Fund of America. 
And many of those who had come to 
know him, will miss hun. 


Perils of Non-Equity Casts 


Kansas City office reports the plight 
of a tent-show manager, who during the 
last month has been trying to get a cast 
together. But he was unwilling to issue 
Equity contracts, or to assume Equity 
contracts. At last he had his cast com- 
plete (on paper) and decided to call his 
rehearsal. Four of his people did not 
show up. 

And then this manager had the con- 
centrated nerve to walk into Equity’s 
office and try to prefer charges against 
those people for their failure to show up. 

He was informed that he had no con- 
tracts with them and nothing to show 
that he had contracts with them. In- 
cidentally, neither the manager nor his 
wife were Equity members. 


Broadcasts Still Require Salary 


Tho Equity does not reiterate this in 
each issue, the ruling is still in effect 
which requires each member who broad- 
casts any part of the play in which he is 
currently appearing to be paid one- 
eighth of his salary additionally for that 
broadcast. It makes no difference wheth- 
er the broadcast is made separately, or 
whether the microphone is placed on the 
stage or in the footlights. 

Members are instructed that they may 


not waive these basic conditions and that 
the council will not regard lightly those 
who do so.

Hazzard Newberry, Frank Erickson, Lee 
Nugent, Tully Millet, Joseph Haines, 
Merry Wagner, Hélene Shepard and 
Judith Knight, of the Chorus Equity 
dramatic class, have appeared recently 
in performances given at Sloan House, 
the Prospect Park Y. M. C. A., Governor’s 
Island and the Naval Hospital. 


Performances of this kind provide ex- 
cellent practical experience for students 
in our classes. 

Generally speaking, no attention is 
paid to anonymous letters, which are 
filed in the waste-paper basket imme- 
diately on receipt. We feel that the 
writers of such letters are not only 
cowardly, but self-opinionated persons 
with a lot of pet grievances, all of which 
must be based on incorrect ideas, since 
the writers, by remaining anonymous, 
evidently are not interested in having 
questions answered. 


Recently we had such a letter signed 
“A Member of the Student Prince 
Chorus”, in which Equity was most 
roundly abused for a ruling relative to 
the layoff of that company. It closed 
with “Thank you for doing us out of 
(8 8 $) dollars.” 

Letter was rather incoherent, and since 
the New York office had made no ruling 
affecting this company we were rather 
at loss to know just what was irritating 
the gentleman. 

On investigating the story we found 
that the company had been asked to 
work Holy Week on the co-operative 
basis. Chorus Equity does not permit 
its members to work on such a basis, as 
our contract has a minimum salary pro- 
vision and the co-operative plan guar- 
antees no salaries—the sad experience 
that the Actors’ Equity has had with 
companies in which the actor has been 
tricked into such an arrangement is 
that, in most cases, the actor works for 
less than the chorus minimum salary. 


Our Chicago office refused to permit 
this and insisted that if the company 
played full salaries must be paid. Com- 
pany did play, altho our anonymous in- 
formant claimed we had caused it to 
close, and the chorus all received full 
salaries—thanks to Equity. 


This is the interesting thing about 
the anonymous letter writer, who had 
insinuated that the Equity, by refusing 
to let him play with no salary guarantee, 
was starving him to death—as a member 
of the company and because of Equity 
he got his full salary instead of a frac- 
tion of it. But he has not written us 
either anonymously or otherwise to 
thank us for getting it for him. 


He is just one of those persons who 
are beneath contempt—he will profit by 
his association, but at the same time 
will do everything in his power to weaken 
that same association by continuous 
kicking about non-existent facts.

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Pete Mack 
AND HIS MOOSIKERS 
Reviewed at Loew's Orpheum. Style— 
Radio band novelty. Setting—In one and 
full stage (specials). Time—Twenty-two 
minutes. 


Pete Mack ts the RKO agent who has 
turned his latent talents to radio for 
some pin money and a rep. among a 
certain element of local ether fans. This 
is a special date, probably intended as 
a showing opportunity for major book- 
ers, but of more immediate importance 
as a novelty for this German-ridden 
locale. Mack has seven genuine German 
street musicians, dressed and playing 
tunes as the German bands of pre-war 
days. Act has possibilities that are dif- 
ficult to estimate with this catching as 
a basis. But the possibilities are there; 
they only need working up. 

Known for long among his confreres as 
a very funny Dutch dialectician, Mack 
makes use of this comic gift in his job 
as leader of the band of naturals. Bulk 
of the routine takes place in a cyc. 
studio set, but is preceded by several 
mirthful moments before a special street 
drop. Mack has the penny-pleading 
stalwarts lined up and engaging in some 
business and gets comedy relief from 
the entrance from the lower floor of a 
hefty with a corporation that must have 
Played host to countless steins of real 
beer. This huge fellow’s name is 
Oompah, and Mack resorts frequently to 
figurative jabs and jibes on his person 
when the routine starts to lag. William 
Conway, the regular announcer of Mack's 
“Moosiker” programs over Station WOR, 
comes on in the street scene and 
sequences the ensuing prop. broadcast. 

In the cyc. set Mack puts over 2 
double-talking bit thru a practical mike 
and amplifying apparatus. This bit 
particularly needs fixing. It might be 
great for the air, but on the stage, and 
with the speaker in full view of the audi- 
ence, the effect of its auto-crossfire is 
lost, and even misunderstood. 

Since playing here on the strength of 
its German thumpety-thump music the 
Mack outfit should have given them far 
more of this than it did. One of the 
bandsters, referred to by Mack as 
Ferdinand, does a tenor warble on the 
apron and also thru one of the two 
mikes on the stage. His delivery is quite 
appealing. One comedy bit got big 
laughs, this having Mack blowing a 
trumpet, another a French horn and our 
friend Oompah some elephantine danc- 
ing. Act knocked them dead here, but 
will have to be fixed up for a repeat on 
other dates not imbued with the bolster- 
ing Teutonic angle. E. E. S. 


Dave Vine ' 

Reviewed at Loew’s Bay Ridge, Brook- 
lyn. Style—Comedy and singing. Set- 
ting—In one. Time—Fifteen minutes. 

This is close to Dave Vine’s fifth sea- 
son as a single, according to The Bill- 
board files. Technically a new act, but 
retaining his typical gestures and some 
of the witticisms remembered from the 
act he was doing at the beginning of the 
1927 season. 

Vine has improved matgrially, both as 
a stage personality and in material. 
Makes a breezy entrance from the or- 
chestra floor and breaks down laugh 
resistance almost at once with his slow, 
dragging speech resembling a drunk, but 
not exactly that. Discards his outer 
clothing and a pair of overshoes (for no 
reason other than a laugh) and then 
starts a sequenced batch of Hebe dialect 
stéries, playing thruout a definite char- 
acter. Several of the intertwined gags 
are old familiars, but apparently Vine 
aims more for effect from his dialectisms 
than the punch lines. But there are 
punches anyway. His familiar takeoff, a 
paro?- on Will You Remember Me?, got 
hin . wow hand. 

He returned for a revival of his cigaret 
stunting and then more parodizing 
issuing from I Can’t Give You Anything 
But Love. During Vine’s ad libbing 
while in the encore spasm an unplanted 
demand for Oliver Twist was yelled quite 
insistently by an individual from a lower 
box. Vine finally complied, doing a sob 
session of Fagin’s dying delirium. It was

given a tragi-comic twist thru the 
audience's frivolous attitude and, like a 
good showman, Vine made the most of 
it by slipping in humorous asides. He 
was on fourth here and a hit all the 
way. E. E. S. 


Bienes and Kay 


Reviewed at the 86th Street. Style— 
Comedy, singing and dancing. Setting— 
In one. Time—Ten minutes. 


Birnes and Kay suffer fron: weak ma- 
terial. On delivery the mixed team is 
okeh. Only a few real laughs are en- 
tailed in their “Dumb Dora” crussfire. 
The rest of their talk can be considered 
as stagewaits. 

In view of the lack of punch in a 
good part of their talk, they would do 
better to lay more stress on dancing, not 
enough of which is ever done. They do 
very little singing, with the girl’s one 
solo attempt figuring as the angle in 
the team’s best comedy attempt. The 
male, during this, comes out with a wad 
of cotton, distributing pieces to the 
audience and then stuffing his own ears 
and the girl’s mouth. It was a laugh. 

They got a good hand here in the 
deuce frame on their song-dance finish.

Hal Skelly 
—and— 
Louise Groody 
Reviewed at the 86th Street. Style— 


Character impressions, singing and danc- 
ing. Setting—In one and three (spe- 
cials). Time—Seventeen minutes. 

Caught at what was probably a show- 
ing date, Hal Skelly and Louise Groody 
showed little that was good enough to 
make the bookers run after them throw 
routes in their faces. Both appear to 
be unsuited for most of the material 
they are using. Program credit for the 
writing of the music and lyrics is given 
to George Frank Rubens. 

At this house the legit “names” 
showed up as tho they had not spent 
sufficient time in rehearsal. Even when 
they do become fully acquainted with 
their material they cannot depend on 
it carrying them very far. Two socks in 
the act (at least they will be later) come 
at the finish. They are the takeoffs on 
The Peanut Vender and Green. Pastures. 

Opening bit is a takeoff on Grand Ho- 
tel, with an appropriate drop “in one”, 
Skelly acting as a thief and Miss Groody 
as the ballet dancer victim who falls in 
love with him. Following this Skelly 
does a dramatic impression of a clown 
who has been fired because of his age 
and commits suicide. Poorly done and 
written. 

Then come the Peanut and Pastures 
bits, with both taking part. These are 
hot, and Miss Groody does plenty of 
torso shaking. 

Both Skelly and Miss Groody deserve a 
vehicle more suitable to their talents. In 
this act Skelly shows nothing that gave 
him his big rep as an entertainer, nor 
does Miss Groody evidence that which 
raised ner to the “name” class in musi- 
cals. 

In the center spot here on a five-act 
bill Skelly milked plenty to get a fair 
hand. J. 8. 


Joseph Pope Jones 

Reviewed at the Hippodrome. Style— 
Singing. Setting—iIn one. Time—Siz- 
teen minutes, 

Jones is a colored boy with a nice 
pair of tenor pipes and an easy, pleasant 
delivery. He has good appearance in 
addition. Two pop songs, one dramatic 
ballad and an impersonation of Richard 
B. Harrison of Green Pastures comprise 
his routine. 

Jones opens warbling Please Don’t 
Talk About Me When I’m Gone and then 
follows with Once Upon a Time. He 
changes into overalls for his dramatic 
number, the pianist filling the wait with 


& good solo. Dramatic ballad is built 
around Crying for the Carolines and is 
rendered in spiritual style. Effective 
lighting and forceful singing help make 
the number the best in the act. For a 
set encore he offers his impression of 
Richard B. Harrison, the Lord in Green 
Pastures. With frock coat and white 
wig, he sings a spiritual about “my 
people” with much strength and feel- 
ing. 

His voice holds up well during the 
singing and only threatens to crack 
when he strains for high notes. On the 
whole, he leaves a fine impression and 
ought to be okeh for steady bookings. 
Deuced on an eight-act bill and scored 
heavily. P. D. 


Harry Langdon 


Reviewed at the 58th Street. Style— 


Comedy. Setting—In one; two and full 
stage (specials). Time—Eighteen min- 
utes. 


Langdon is back in vaude after an un- 
Successful try at a film comeback. As- 
sisted by two unbilled girl and Eddie 
Shubert, he is doing a loosely construct- 
ed sketch consisting of three blackouts 
and solo clowning on the apron. Black- 
outs are weak and the type used in 
slap-stick film comedies. But they 
serve their purpose. They provide Lang- 
don the same background as the films 
so that he can do his really original 
panto. tricks. 

First two blackouts take place on golf- 
club sets. Langdon plays the sap golfer, 
missing strokes, breaking windows and 
being threatened by other golfers. Third 


blackout shows Langdon riding home 
with the two girls in a prop. car. Car 
stalls and the fun begins. There is a 


clever bit in this scene where flames 
shoot out of the radiator and catch 
Harry in the pants. 

Langdon then comes out in “one”, 
gags a bit and goes into an eccentric 
dance that went big. For an encore a 
Small piano is dragged out and he plays 
and sings with comedy panto. accom- 
paniment. A plant in the pit interrupts 
with some bass warbling of Asleep in tha 
Deep. An exploding balloon and some 
other hoke brings the act to a punchy 
close. Langdon had to beg off with a 
“thank you” speech 

Langdon is not as funny as he 1s in 
films, since his face is his biggest asset 
and the film closeup makes the most of 
it. However, he is not entirely lost on 
the stage and manages to project most 
of his film personality. Over big at 
this show. P. D. 


George Libby 

Reviewed at the 58th Street. Style— 
Fiash. Setting—In one and full stage 
(specials). Time—Eichteen ninutes. 

George Libby's latest flash is a smart 
and colorful affair. Libby's comedy and 
dancing are the mainstays of the act, 
the four girls giving him excellent sup- 
port in group and solo singing and danc- 
ing. The act, subbilled as Rhythmic 
Humoresque, is a well-balanced blend of 
comedy and singing and dancing. 

Settings and costumes are bright, but 
not loud. There are several changes of 
scenes and costumes, keeping the act 
moving and interesving. A stage-door set 
provides the opening. Libby does dance 
numbers with Lydia Libby, Eileen Ford 
and Sally Metcalf. Muriel D’Or follows 
with an impersonation of Maurice 
Chevalier. Eileen Ford and Lydia Libby 
contribute a strong toe number. 

In the Spanish number Libby bur- 
lesques the tango, arousing laugh re- 
sponse with his collapsible knees, a la 
Leon Errol. Libby uses the wobbly knee 
bit thruout the act, the repetition of 
the trick serving to mount up the 
laughs. Two more ensemble dances wind 
up the act, the Roman-dressed comedy 
number making a nice close. 

No reason why the act shculd not 
keep working. Closed the bill here and 
went over nicely. P. D. 


Joe and Vi 


Reviewed at the Royal. Style—Com- 
edy skit. Setting—Full stage (special). 
Time—Ten minutes, 

Joe and Vi are recruited from the 
radio field and there they will probably 
Stay unless they get an act better suited 
for vaude. Couple display comedy 
ability, but they are most certainly 
handicapped by a weak script. It is all 
chatter, carrying out the idea of a quer- 
ulous couple, and the lines and situa- 
tions are not consistently conducive of 
real laughs. Joe and Vi are the Mr. and 
Mrs. characters of the late Clare Briggs 
comic strip, and have been a weekly fea- 
ture of Station WABC, New York. 

Mixed team keep steadily to their 
characterization of a word-battling cou- 
ple, and their ether activity 1s kept be- 
fore the audience by the nature of the 
script and the use of a radio set as a 
Stage adornment. They keep arguing 
with cach other and when becoming too 
heated are separated by a male assist, 
who keeps reminding one too often that 
he is Harry James, announcer. Joe and 
V: couple reveal comedy ability and if 
given a satisfactory act might mean 
something. Joe attempts to give the 
act a punchy finish by doing an acro- 
batic dance, unusual because of his 
heavy frame. 

They were third on the five-act bill 
here. Off to rippling applause. 


Jim McDonald 


Reviewed at the Reyal Style—Com- 
edy, singing and dancing. Setting—Iin 
one, Time—Fifteen minutes. 


Jim McDonald is doing an extreme 
hoke act, aided by a quartet of stooges, 
and it contains sufficient and suitable 
comedy, singing and dancing for neigh- 
borhood stands. Only thing is whether 
they will be able to hold up under the 
gaff of their strenuous carryings on, 
which is of such a nature as to probably 
send them off after each performance 
with tired and aching bodies. Their act 
is crude for the most part, but the 
reckless abandon with which they per- 
form their nonsense is laugh-compelling. 

Biggest abuse taker is the dancing 
stooge, whom McDonald calls Joe, and 
he is thrown around plenty by the 
standard bearer. His schnozzle is pulled 
so often as to give it a rosy hue. This 
boy, however, shows up as a good acro- 
batic dancer. McDonald skippers the 
boys thruout, leading in the tomfoolery 
and wielding the chatter. He works well. 
Other stooges work as a trio, getting 
laughs for their sappy appearance ana 
polling good returns for their harmony 
Singing of two pop. tunes. 

Grabbed prolonged applause here ana 
should do that in all houses of this 
type. Conservative audiences may shud- 
der at this hokefest. 8. H. 


Crane and Earl 


Reviewed at the Grand Opera House. 
Style—Comedy. Setting—In one. Time 
--Twelve minutes. 

Cliff Crane is a comedian of promise. 
He is likable and gives the impression 
of being able to do much better stuff. 
His mugging and gagging are good for 
laughs, and his comedy dancing is clever. 
His method of getting comedy out of 
dancing is to get his steps confused and 
to fall and stand on his ear. This 1s 
nothing new, but his way of doing it 
counts. 

Emmy Earl is a Jooker who can wear 
clothes and proves it in several dress 
changes. She is a capable foil for Crane, 
most of her routine being interruptions 
and attempts to warble. When she does 
get a chance to sing a bit she displays 
a nice voice. 

Duo work smoothly together. Crane's 
Cancing is good, but some of his comedy 
drags. Several pieces of duo business 
employed are out of place in neighbor- 
hood houses. Crane’s panto, boxing bout 
is one of his best bets. 

A little scrubbing and rearrangement 
of the routine ought to make this act 
okeh for steady work. Third on a four- 
act layout, it went nicely, and Crane 
had to do a short encore. P. D.

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Toronto Fair Meeting Dates 


Should Please Outdoor Folk 


W i: WLLL not be among those who will 
. protest the dates set for the annual 

meeting of the International Asso- 
ciation of Fairs and Expositions and the 
18th annual banquet and ball of the Show- 
men’s League of America. Indeed, we are 
of the opinion that those responsible for the 
selection of this vear’s dates have done an 
unusually capable job. It is obvious that 
they have gone about their work with the 
idea of making the dates as convenient as 
possible for everyone. 

Undoubtedly there are some who will 
grumble at the fact that the IAFE meeting 
and the SLA banquet and ball will come 
during Thanksgiving Week. But they must 
consider that the committee this year was 
laced with no easy task. Inasmuch as it 
was necessary for the f fair men to convene 
in Toronto, the Showmen’s League found it 
imperative to follow suit. There was no 
escaping this. 

It is well to note, however, that in se- 
lecting the dates the committee has not 
heen guided entirely by an attempt to please 
their own organizations. They have con- 
sidered also the problems of the park men 
and the manufacturers. And their decision 
makes it possible for all branches of the out- 
door show business to enjoy the most 
crowded, enlightening, profitable and inter- 
esting two weeks possible. Never in the 
history of these fair, park and Showmen’s 
League meetings has so much been offered. 

We cannot too strongly recommend that 
1epresentatives from all outdoor branches 
of the business go to Toronto. While there 
they will be able to take in the Royal Win- 
ter Fair, which will be in operation from 
November 18 to 26. On Monday and Tues- 
day, November 23 and 24, the annual meet- 
ing of the Canadian Association of Fairs 
and Exhibitions will be held, while on 
Thursday and Friday, November 26 and 
27, the International Association of Fairs 
and Expositions will convene. 

The highlight of the week, however, will 


come Thursday night, November 26 
(Thanksgiving night), when the 18th an- 
nual banquet and ball of the Showmen’s 
League of America will be held. 

These dates will permit those attending 
the Toronto events to jump to Chicago for 
the annual meetings of the National Asso- 
ciation of Amusement Parks, which will be 
from November 80 to December 4. 

We congratulate the committees on their 
work. We feel that this year’s meetings 
are certain to be among the most interest- 
ing on record. And yet we hope this is the 
last year. that will find the National Asso- 
ciation of Amusement Parks and the Inter- 
national Association of Fairs and Exposi- 
tions meetings in different places. 

It is not our. opinion, however, that these 
meetings should always be in Chicago. The 
point we wish to make is that we think it 
for the best interests of the outdoor show 
world for the executives of both the fair 
and park organizations to get together and 
arrange their dates so that both meetings 
are held in the same city at approximately 
the same time. 

We are aware that there are certain diifi- 
culties which must be taken care of before 
this plan can be followed. Nevertheless, 
the sooner it is taken care of the better it 
will be for all concerned. 

As far as this year is concerned, let the 
cry be—On to Toronto! 


The Development of New Talent 
Major Problem Facing Vaudeville 
HE CERTAIN return of vaudeville into 


national favor will be marred only if 

the bookers, in an attempt to satisfy 
the rapidly increasing demand, foist inferior 
acts upon the public. To avoid the possi- 
bility of so ruining this vast potential 
market is, to our way of thinking, the major 
problem facing the vaudeville moguls. 

lf vaudeville is to come back as a per- 
manent institution it must be able, as the 
first essential, to stimulate good will and 
then hold it. It will be impossible to ac- 
complish this, however, if the field is to be- 
come cluttered with acts which have no 
logical right to be on the professional stage. 
How to avoid such a pitfall is a question 
demanding an immediate answer, followed 
by quick action. 

What vaudeville needs most of all is an 
efficient training school for the development 
of new talent. Its former sources no longer 
suffice, and yet little is being done toward 
replacing them. Within recent years inde- 
pendent vaudeville, always fertile ground 
for the development of new talent, has 
slipped to the point where there are now 
but a few scattered houses. Burlesque is 
offering nothing along this line, and it is 
doubtiul if anything can be hoped for as 
long as it continues to operate along present 
lines, which call for strip-teasing to replace 
comedy. Tabloids, heretofore an unusually 
efficient school of experience, have slipped 
considerably, altho there is reason to be- 
lieve that this branch of the business is 
slated for a revival. 

Independent vaudeville is the logical 
answer, and if the executives of the large 
circuits are wise they will see to it that 
everything possible is done to encourage 
this field. Certainly it is evident that big- 
time vaudeville cannot exist for long and 
cover the country if it is forced to rely on 
its present limited supply of talent. 

New faces, new material, new ideas are 
what are needed. Only by sponsoring them 
can the circuits hope to capitalize on the 
ever-increasing demand for vaudeville. At 
this ¢ritical time, however, these circuits 


cannot afford to experiment too much them- 
selves. They must. present the sure-fire, 
the tested. 

This can be accomplished efficiently and 
economically only if the big fellows lend 
encouragement and support to those little 
fellows who will operate a training school 
from which the circuits can derive their 
talent. Baseball, with its major and minor 
leagues, offers an excellent example for 
vaudeville to follow. 


It is our opinion that the vaudeville 
leaders must bear in mind that the public 
of today requires a higher standard of en- 
tertainment than did the people of 15 years 
ago, when vaudeville was at the peak of its 
popularity. They have been educated to 
better things in every line. The radio brings 
to their doors the best in music, the talking 
pictures permit them to witness perform- 
ances by stars as an everyday occurrence, 
the automobile makes it possible for them 
to cover a far wider territory, and so be in 
a position to shop for their amusement. 


All of this means that the vaudeville 
moguls must be on their toes. New talent, 
new ideas are the crying need. They must 
be encouraged and developed. Independent 
vaudeville offers the medium. 


Better Entertainment at Lower Costs 
Only Sure Road to Continued Profits 


ODAY the production of new and bet- 
ter entertainment at lower costs is the 
only sure road to continued solvency 

and profits in the amusement industry. 
it is true that in times of business depres- 
sion people turn to amusements. They want 
to distract their minds from the current 
trouble and they have more time at their 
disposal to gratify the natural desire to flee 
from mental misery. 


But the collapsed condition of the aver- 
age pocketbook forces many to shop dili- 
gently for the best show offered for the 
least money. Even those steadily employed 
follow suit. They, too, are victims of “hard 
times” psychology. 

As a result only those producers who 
give real quality entertainment at the low- 
est possible price can get the business, 
thereby escaping the sheriff or the bank- 
ruptcy courts. 

How to improve entertainment is largely 
a matter of showmanship and creative 
ability’ How to reduce costs is another 
thing. 

We agree with the National Machine 
Tool Builders’ Association that this re- 
quires the executive ability of men and 
women who have both vision and courage. 
We helieve that the present situation de- 
mands the use of the most improved ma- 
chinery in the building, presenting and 
transporting of the mechanics of the show 
world. We are convinced that it compels 
park owners to equip their rides with the 
most economical, safest and most beautiful 
appliances on the market. We are sure 
that it means new costumes, new scenery 
and new properties from backstage to the 
front of the house. 

Other industries less important than the 
amusement industry are already replacing 
out-of-date machinery with modern, more 
elficient equipment so that they can survive 
the stiff competition of their rivals in the 
fierce fight for the consumers’ dollar. 


We believe that now is the time to buy 
right, to get prepared to stay in business 
during the depression and to be in position 
to earn the profits of a prosperity which is 
bound to come, to come sooner than most 
of us expect. 
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Recalls Tony Richardson 
Editor The Billboard: 


Note in The Star-Beacon, Ashtabula, 
O., March 30, that Clarence E. Richard- 
son has passed away. I attended his 
funeral with other Knights Templars and 
will say that a good man is gone. 

Tn 1876 I was a barefooted boy, living 
on @ farm on a@ crossroad in Trumbull 
Township, O., and the Commonwealth 
Minstrels were to play the Old Town Hall 
in Rock Creek. As the Main family had 
little diversion back on that lonely road, 
my father and mother and I drove thru 
the mud and heavy storm to see the 
minstrels, which originated in Ashtabula 
and were playing towns on the Western 
Reserve. Clarence’s nickname was Tony, 
and Tony did a Dutch song and dance. 
He and his brother, Charley, did a dou- 
ble clog dance. I remember they had a 
circus scene in the minstrel show. Funny 
Phelps was the ringmaster, and Pony 
Bancroft was one of the end men. They 
gave a two-hour performance very good 
for ah Ashtabula County product. 

In 1877 the entire bunch opened with 
Hamilton & Sergeant's Cifcus at Windsor 
Corners, ©., and most all of the boys 
played in the band. Phelps drove eight 
horses on the band wagon, and the 
Commonwealth Minstrels gave the entire 
concert. At this opening I made my first 
acquaintance with Tony and his com- 
panions and formed a friendship that 
lasted thru his life. Tony was a fine 
looking young chap at that time. It 
doesn’t seem over a dozen years ago. My 
father was one of the agents of this 
cireus, but in those days he was always 
financially embezrassed. He didn’t leave 
me any money to go to the circus, but I 
made it just the same. I rode a sorrel 
pony 11 miles to see what looked to me 
the biggest tent show ever in the county. 
I quickly rushed Sergeant for meal 
tickets. I slept in a barn and owed the 
owner for the feed of the pony. His 
name was Theodore Fowler. It was a 
year before I could pay him the 75 cents 
due. I have often wondered how he 
happened to let me take the pony out 
of the barn. He was a good old scout, 
who formerly lived in Thompson, so in 
1882 I engaged him for boss hostler for 
my father's circus. 

The above show opened in Windsor 
and later in the summer they played 
Geneva. My mother and I visited the 
show. This time we were more pros- 
perous, as the old gentleman had earned 
a little money, and Hamilton paid it 
to my mother early in the day in 
Geneva. I was always curious to learn 
all’ I could and when they called for 
some amateur to ride on a padded horse 
I was the first to respond. Many of this 
generation never saw this act It is called 
“The Mechanic”. They fastened a rope 
to @ pole, which was an extension from 
the center pole. At the end of the rope 
there was a belt which they fastened 
around the amateur rider and the horse 
galloped around the ring. I was a pretty 
good rider, as I had practiced standing 
on a running horse, but when I did get 
on my feet the ringmaster, who held 
the rope, would pull me off. I had hold 
of the horse’s ears half the time and 
then his tail and the rest of the time 
was in the air. All the homeguards 
from Trumbull that were in the audi- 
ence kept calling to the ringmaster, 
“Give Walt a chance. He'll ride him.” 
But I didn’t ride him standing. It was 
a seream, and in later years I had the 
same act in my own big show. It would 
be a good stunt today in the one-ring 
circus. 

After the concert I remember Phelps 
and Richardson giving me a tip to carry 
water to wash the black off their faces. 
Tony’s father was there and was surely 
proud of his boy. 

In 1890 Tony was my treasurer with 
a large wagon circus. We opened on 
the south side of Pittsburgh, Pa., and 
gave two performances the first after- 
noon. It was an event long to be re- 
membered, as Tony missed. both his 
lunch and dinner—-was too busy count- 
ing silver. Imagine two turnaways the 
first afternoon, and he'd never sold 
tickets. We were showing for 25 cents. 
That was some day's business for a 
starter. 
' In 1898 Tony and the writer took in 

the World’s Pair in Chicago together. 
He agreed to be the chaperon of the 
trip, hendle the expense money and 
made all plans, and we settled at the 
end of the week. We came to a Japanese 
tea garden at the fair. Tony had never 
been far from Ashtabula, and the fair 
was a little too big for him. He says, 
“The Japs are advertising their tea free,” 
but after he and I had consumed a large 
pot each, one of the Japs presented him 
with a bill. He says, “Walt, this one 
on me. I'll not make any charge,” and

I don’t believe he had 
an enemy in the world, always agreeable 
and cheerful and honest.

I was at 
the Main Street Theater here in Kansas 
City and I noticed artists that I have 
seen before not doing their full acts like 
they used to do some years ago. In the 
last two years I have noticed that acts 
seldom take an encore. From what I 
understand and have been told, the firm 
that has the Orpheum Circuit and other 
circuits eonnected with it does not want 
vaude and would like to force upon the 
public nothing but pictures. 

If those at the head Of the corpora- 
tion only knew how sick the public Is 
getting of pictures they would soon take 
on vaude and let the artists do their 
full acts and give the public full value. 
If the corporations think they are doing 
a wise thing by not letting the artist 
put on the act right and forcing them 
to do so many shows they are sadly mis- 
taken. 

I notice a great difference in vaude. 
When we had the old Orpheum here we 
saw real vaude shows. I believe the 
artists did two shows a day. We could 
reserve a seat. We could see shows with- 
out being disturbed. Nowadays when you 
are viewing a show and get interested in 
an act someone comes along and dis- 
turbs you. You are often forced to 
get up and let some one in to an empty 
seat. You thereby lose some of the good 
points of the act. Before the act is over 
someone behind you wants to get out 
and you are bumped in the head by 
elbows. It is no pleasure nowadays to

This question of no leapers in the cir- 
cus lineup is very interesting to me, as 
each time I visit a circus my wife beats 
me to it by saying: “Well, I suppose 
you're going to complain that there are 
no leapers.” I surely miss them. To me 
they were the spirit, the life of the arena. 

The grace and ease of movement after 
the run down the runway, the upward 
shoot and the one or two, or two and a- 
half, somersaults, with the graceful end 
with extended arms on the tick, it al- 
ways seemed to me as a boy, was the 
cireus spirit. 

Who can recall this? I think the man 
was Sherman. This was some years ago, 
Some feat to recall the name. He was 
feeling good. Barleycorm was strong 
those days. Sherman felt so good that 
as he ended his run down the runway 
and went up, he yelled: “Watch this 
one!” He was supposed to go up, turn 
@. somersault over three elephants 
standing two high, one standing on two. 
In front of these were two lines of horses. 
He was to land on the tick. 

But what he did was, instead of a long 
easy turn at the apex of his flight, he 
snapped his tuck; that is, he turned 
sharp and short and landed on the top 
elephant’s head. Had enough thought 
to stay where he was. The crowd went 
cuckoo. Thought it was a new stunt. 


They were packed in that night to see it 
again, but it never was repeated. 

Now, you oldtimers, you should re- 
member that. It was the talk of the 
country wherever circus folk met. Also 
who remembers Ool. Johnson's ring- 
barn and theater in Hot Springs, Ark., 
where the O’Brien family originated the 
front walk-over somersault on a table? 
Someone now living should recall that 
terrible winter when the troupers in that 
barn had to sleep on a large pad—men, 
women and kids—rolled up. No other 
place to go. Then the Hedgerwood Bros. 
(God rest their souls) kept most of the 
town from starving to death. 

Who remembers the winter when the 
officials had the pistol battle and five 
men were killed in a few minutes—the 
winter so many broken folks were chased 
out and up the mountain to either freeze 
up there alongside of a fire or get out 
of that part of the country? Who remem- 
bers that? Anyway, let’s hear now from 
some of you kinkers.

Maggie went abroad with the Barnum 
Show. She was the first woman to in- 
troduce the flying rings. She still has 
the lithos of herself, Uncle Harry and 
Batchelor when they were with the show.

It made 
many leading theaters come to a realiza- 
tion that for vaudeville they could not 
substitute a roll of cartoon pictures with 
a lot of silly music. 

When old patrons failed to patronize 
them for a drawing card they came back 
with vaudeville once or twice a week. 


It proved a success. Today the same 
theaters are putting on from three to 
four acts with every show, and it’s where 
you see the crowds. Now it’s getting to 


be a great game. The rest mus follow 
suit. If they fail to do so, we ail know 
what will happen.

Orange Show 
Makes Profit 


Florida festival has bal- 
ance of $948—attendance 
13.8° over preceding year 


WINTER HAVEN, Fia., April 
11.—Florida Orange Festival, 
Inc., closed its 1931 season with 
a balance of $948.89 in cash; ac- 
cording to the report of Walter 
L. Smith, chairman finance com- 
‘mittee, made at annual meeting 
of the board of directors. Presi- 
dent John F. May presided, with 


J. B. Guthrie presenting his re- 
port as general manager of the festival. 
Guthrie's report showed an official at- 
tendance of 69,319, an increase of 138 
per cent over the preceding year, and 
that in attendance it was now the second 
largest exposition of the State. Guthrie 
emphasized the amount of publicity re- 
ceived, the actual returns of newspaper 
clippings showing that the publicity was 
several times greater than in any pre- 
vious year and that it had penetrated to 
nearly every State in the Union as well 
as a number of foreign countries. 

Directors expressed keen satisfaction 
over the progress of the organization, 
noting that it was financially in a 
healthy condition, with all equipment 
paid for in full, and they were strong 
in their praise of Guthrie’s masterful 
managemént of the festival, which he 
has headed for three years. Their ap- 
preciation was expressed in a tangible 
Way when they unanimously re-elected 
him as general manager. 

The dates for the 1932 festival were 
set as January 26-30. corresponding with 
the same week that the festival was held 
this year.

Every Day’s Children’s Day 
At the Billings, Mont., Fair 


BILLINGS, Mont., April 11.—Much has 
been said and written by various fair 
secretaries and Managers as to what day 
they would designate as children’s day 
and also as to what should be charged 
children for ddmission. This is a matter 
that has been given much thought and 
consideration by Jack Bresnahan, man- 
ager of the Midland Empire Fair at 
Billings. 

Six years ago when he took over the 
managership of this fair one of his first 
requests made to the board of fair com- 
missioners was that they eliminate the 
charge for children under 12 years of 
age and make every day children’s day, 
both day and night, and when he set 
the age limit at 12 years he really meant 
15 for they never question a child at 
the front gates. 

Children in this community look for- 
ward to the coming of this fair each 
vear, and there is no question but that 
they bring out the old folks. From past 
experience of a free gate for children the 
board of directors of this fair would 
never again consider charging a child. 

“They spend a lot of money inside the 
grounds upon which we get a per- 
centage,” says Bresnahan. “Needless to 
say, we eliminate 50 per cent of our 
fence repairs annually. 

“I believe more fairs should eliminate 
the charge for children and do all in 


their power to draw them to their 
grounds, for we secretaries and managers 
must bear in mind that these same 
children will be the real exhibitors and 
supporters of our fairs in the future. 


“Seven large carnival companies were 
eager to play our fair this year. They 
know we get the crowds here and know 
what our fair is worth to them, and if 
one would pause for a moment to think 
I am sure he would agree with me that 
the children play a most important part 
in drawing our crowds.” 


The news has been broadcast that 
children are free both day and night. A 
copy of the school classification is in 
the hands of every teacher in every city 
and rural school in the Midland Empire, 
which represents 15 counties in Mon- 
tana and Northern Wyoming. This ad- 
vance classification is published and cir- 
culated at this early date in order that 
the schools may select their exhibits 
from their regular school work, as the 
large general premium book does not 
come off the press until after schools 
are out. 

Manager Bresnahan states that the 
issuing of this advance classification has 
increased the school exhibits over 80 per 
cent, and when the children receive this 
booklet they carry the news home about 
the fair. 


Pay $432,850 


In Premiums 


39 New York fairs receive 
$6,000 each from State— 


remainder goes to others 


ALBANY, N. Y., April 11.-- 
County and town agricultural fair 
associations of New York State 
receiving State aid paid out in 
premiums $432,850.75 at fairs in 
1930, according to State Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and Markets. 
Sum of $375,000 has been appro- 
priated by State to reimburse so- 


cieties for premiums paid. Thirty- 
nine of these associations will receive 
maximum of %6,000 and remainder is 
divided in proportion to amount paid in 
premiums. 


Indications for Increased 
Allotments Not Favorable 


BOSTON, April 11.—The law of supply 
and demand applies in the allotment ot 
State prize money as in everything else. 
Even if it is assumed that the 1931 
appropriation will be equal to that of 
last year, it is already evident that few, 
if any, fairs will receive more State prize 
money than was allotted to them in 1930. 

While the department has not made 
up the allotments, as the appropriation 
bill has not yet been passed and signed 
by the governor, it has received many 
more applications than a year ago, in- 
cluding those of three large fairs, namely, 
Brockton, Uxbridge and Gardner. 

Allotments are made on merit only 
and according to money available. 
While the department recognizes the 
need of increases in several cases, it will 
apparently be impossible to honor them. 

Applications for allotment closed April 
1. The following applied: 26 major 
fairs, 19 community fairs, 48 grange fairs 
and 13 poultry and rabbit associations. 


Bixler Now a Trouper 


After a number of years in the fair 
business, especially at Mobile, Ala., Mort 
Bixler is taking up carnival trouping 
this year. He has joined Sol’s Liberty 
Shows, Inc., where he is in charge of 
the advertising and publicity depart- 
ment. 


Roche’s Prize Welsh Pony 


CHICAGO, April 11.—Col. “Bill” Roche, 
manager of the Selwyn Theater, is a 
great lover of horses and as an avocation 
raises ponies. Occasionally he also im- 
ports them. He has a prize-winning pony 
from Wales on the way over here and 
plans to exhibit him at the larger fairs 
this summer. 


10” Increase in Budget 
For Sabine Parish Fair 


MANY, La., April 11.— Budget for 
operation of this year’s Sabine Parish 
Fair has been increased to the extent of 
10 per cent more than in 1930. Recent 
oil developments in this parish have 
livened up things a bit and board be- 
lieves this will be best fair year ever 
in this section.

T TRENTON, N. J., an ordinance has 
been introduced, the object of which 
is to bar circuses and carnivals from 

that city during August dnd September 
of each year as a protection to the 


Trenton Fair. This is nothing new— 
the matter comes up in some city or 
town every year and but little if any 
good has been accomplished where such 
an ordinance has been adopted. 

* * * 


On the face of it this protection looks 
all right, but it doesn’t pan out for this 
reason: When a circus or carnival gen- 
eral agent goes into a city or town and 
finds restrictions against shows for a 
certain period during which he wishes 
a date, he hies himself to a place near by 
and get&S a license to show there. Then 
when the city dads of the city or town 
where the restriction is on hear that the 
show is going to draw their people to 
the adjoining city or town they realize 
that the merchants thereof will benefit 
thru the show bringing out thousands 
of people, not to forget the license fee 
of the show which they are losing. Of 
course, this is a hard pill to swallow, 
and they immediately get together and 
lift the restriction. 

. . . 

One prominent fair man told us re- 
cently that nothing hurts a fair but a 
poor amusement program, inferior ex- 
hibits, bad management, poor crops and 
inclement weather, and that no town 
should be closed to tented shows at any 
time. The main objection that fair men 
have against circuses and carnivals, he 
said, was covering up of paper acivertis- 
ing the fair by the billing crews of the 
tented aggregations. To quote him fur- 
ther: “There is no excuse for closing a 
town to a circus at any time. The peo- 
ple are entitled to a variety of amuse- 
ments, and if a fair is so weak in its 
program that any circus takes business 
away from it, on the week, it does not 
deserve public support. It will undoubt- 
edly burt business for the one day, but 
you might as well argue that special 
sales by merchants,. reduced rates by 
railroads and many other inducements 
offered fair week, curtail the amount of 
money that will be spent in going thru 
the gates of the fair.” 

* > . 

Frankly we can see no competition 
between a circus or carnival and a fair, 
unless a circus or carnival happens to he 
booked at the fair and another one goes 
into town a week or two before. In that 
event a restrictive period appears all 
right, if it is not for too long a time. 
On the other hand, and as we said above, 
restriction ordinances mean practically 
nothing if a show goes or attempts to go 
into a town near the one where such a 
han exists. So there you are. 


ERE’S a fair break and at the same 
time good advice for other fair men. 
« It comes from Byron P. Belisle, 
secretary-manager of the Sabine Parish 
Fair at Many, La., where the budget for 
the operation of this year’s event is 10 
per cent more than in 1930. Says Belisle: 
“I have been a reader of Old Billyboy 
for more than 20 years and couldn't run 
my business very well without it. And 
by way of bouquets for the living, since 
you have been handling the fair depart- 
ment I believe there has been a marked 
improvement. I wish more of the boys 
would send in their doin's. Fairs, car- 
nivals and the profession in general no 
doubt are helped by this department 
and could be helped more if the fair 
managers would do a little more of what 
they should.” Thank you, Mr. Beliste. 
It’s the negligent ones’ move next.

Plenty of Music and Light 
At Paris Colonial Exposition 


PARIS, March 31.—Music and elabo- 
rate lighting effects will form two big 
attractions at Colonial Exposition here. 
Original plans called for permanent 
band of 40 musicians, but demands on 
part of Musicians’ Syndicate — 5,000 
francs per day, which is unusually high 
for France, altho only equivalent of $200 
per day for band or $5 per musician—- 
forced management to alter plans. Me- 
chanical music will replace this lack to 
a certain extent, but there also will be 
plenty of military bands and musical 
groups, not only from France, but many 
other countries participating in exposi- 
tion. Among the bands already slated 
to appear are French Foreign Legion 
Military Band, Band of French Navy and 
10 musical societies from Belgium. Ef- 
forts are being made to have United 
States Marine Band appear in @ series 
of concerts. 

Elaborate decorations employing light- 
ing and water effects are being installed 
thruout exposition grounds. Electrically 
illuminated fountains in Lake Daume- 
snil, on the shores and islands of which 
the big midway is located, will be espe- 
cially spectacular. Big scenic railway is 
practically completed, as are many of 
the buildings of midway. 

Group headed by Louis Berni, Louis 
Brown and Henri Souplis has secured 
the concessions for main portion of 
Colonial Exposition midway—entire island 
of the Isle de Bercy. Among rides already 
slated for installation are huge Auto 
Skooter, Bug and Pretzel. 


Next Toronto Winter 
Fair November 18-26 


TORONTO, April 11.—Announcement 
was made at the recent annual meeting 
of the Royal Agricultural Winter Fair 
Association that the 1931 fair will be 
held from November 18 to 26, inclusive. 

In presenting the annual report the 
directors stated that circumstances at- 
tending the last fair proved in a most 
convincing manner that the Royal exerts 
a robustly healthy influence in Canadian 
national life far beyond strictly agricul- 
tural interests. The largest revenue from 
general attendance in the nine-year his- 
tory of the Winter Fair was received. 
In fact, the general admissions showed 
an inmerease of 15 per cent over the 
previous year. 

The total entry in all departments 
amounted to 16,529. These were made 
by 2,501 exhibitors. The entries were 
divided as follows: Alberta, 421; British 
Columbia, 55; Manitoba, 491; New 
Brunswick, 107; Nova Scotia, 82; On- 
tario, 13,142; Quebec, 525; Prince Edward 
Island, 254; Saskatchewan, 362; United 
States, 797; Ireland, 89; Germany, 110; 
Hungary, 54, and Sweden, 40. 


Topsfield, Mass., Fair Plans 
Legion Drum Corps Contest 


TOPSFIELD, Mass., April 11.—Topsfield 
Pair here, co-operating with American 
Legion of Essex County, is planning to 
offer its visitors a novel treat in military 
music next September. It has ar- 
rangements under way fora Legion 
drum corps competition, which, in this 
part of the country at least, ls some- 
thing new. 

With its dates September 9-12, one 
located aS it is on the Newburyport 
turnpike, there should be a considerable 
increase in number passing thru gates 
this year. 


New England Fair Definite 


WORCESTER, Mass., April 11.—Con- 
trary to rumors, General Manager Frank 
Kingman of the New England Fair here 
announces that a group of local business 
men has agreed to sponsor the fair in 
Worcester this year on the Greendale 
grounds. Kingman has his plans all 
formulated and is now busy at work 
arranging details in connection with the 
educational exhibit and entertainment 
program. 


Indiana State 
Fair Grand Stand 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 12.—Plans 
and specifications are now completed for 
new grand stand on the Indiana State 
fairgrounds and Board of Agriculture 
has set April 14 as date for opening bids 
and letting contract. Old building is 
already taken down. New structure will 
have seating capacity double that of old 
building, and will also have more than 
50,000 square feet of exhibit and conces- 
sion space underneath the seats. Be- 
sides, provision is being made to house 
the board of safety (the police and fire 
Gepartments) of the city during fair. 
Building will be of steel and concrete 
and modern in every respect. It will be 
built ont closer to track than most 
stands. 

This year a three-ring circus, fur- 
nished by Gus Sun Booking Agency, will 
provide the free acts both afternoon and 
night. Some-of these acts also will be 
used in the Coliseum for the Horse Show 
at night. 

A covered walk 12 feet wide along the 
south side will form the approach to the 
stand, as well as to the exhibit and con- 
cession spaces. The Indiana Bell Tele- 
phone Company will have a permanent 
home in the building. Other permanent 
features are being considered by the 
board. 

Entrance to the stand will be from the 
south side into a large lobby and up to 
the seats at the center of the building 
by way of ramps. There will be exits 
at each end as well as at the center so 
that the crowd can get away rapidly 
after entertainment. 


$10,000 in Prize Money 


SACRAMENTO, Calif., April 11.—Cali- 
fornia State Fair board has approved 
$10,000 in prize money for fruit, vege- 
table, floral and mineral exhibits of 
California counties. In addition silver 
cups and trophies valued at $1,000 will 
be awarded for special and feature dis- 
plays by various counties. 


Uxbridge, Mass., Fair 
Coming Back in 1931 


UXBRIDGE, Mass., April 1!.—Dr. M. R. 
Sharpe, secretary Blackstone Valley Agri- 
cultural Society here, announces that 
the Uxbridge Fair will be held this year. 
Dates as yet have not been selected, but 
will be announced shortly. Directors cf 
society have held a meeting and are 
working on plans which promise to Mma- 
terialize later into a very exellent fair 

Society did not hold a fair last year 
by reason of a damage suit which tem- 
porarily took control of grounds away 
from the society. The property, how- 
ever, has since been purchased by the 
town of Uxbridge and permission has 
been granted by the selectmen for the 
society to use the grounds for holding ® 
fair as in the past. 


British Empire Trade Fair 
Crowds Above Expectations 


Word from Buenos Aires states that 
the British Empire Trade Pair there drew 
a paid attendance of 725,400 persons in 
the first three weeks of operation, much 
better than. expected. Several thousand 
school children were admitted free dur- 
ing that period. 

In the four holidays of Easter week 
there were 210,350 paid admissions.

Failure of Ontario County Agricultural 
Society. to sell the fairgrounds here to 
a development company as a move to 
wipe out the organization’s indebtedness 
virtually assured another fair for this 
year, but brought the resignation of 
Treasurer William L. Gates and threw 
the meeting into a bitter mood this 
week. 

Twenty-three members of the society 
blocked the sale. Gates, in offering his 
resignation, made no bones about ex- 
pressing his opinion of disgust with the 
society. He pointed out that 11 voting 
against the land sale had no financial 
obligation, while 42 other men had 
signed a note held by a Canandaigua 
bank which makes them liable for $250 
each in possible assessments. 

Feeling ran high thruout the meeting. 
At times it appeared those seeking the 
sale would quit, but later a number sug- 
gested another meeting to reconsider the 
matter. The society owes $11,500.

CHICAGO, April 11.—Five days time has made an astonish-

The act wastes 
too much time in preparation, intended 
probably to build up an atmosphere of 
thrilled awe, but whatever sensation the 
dive is supposed to contain is almost 
completely lost by a feeble finish, which 
has more to do with the construction of 
apparatus than skill of the team itself.

CHICAGO, April 11.—Suit was 
filed in Federal Court here early 
this week in behalf of Col. Zack 
T. Miller and Miller Bros.’ 101 
Ranch Wild West, of Ponca City, 
Okla., against the Sells-Floto 
Circus and other Ringling inter- 
ests. Miller charges restraint of 
trade and asks for $1,040,000. 
Among other things the bill of 


particulars charges the alleged conspira- 
tors induced Tom Mix to break his con- 
tract with the 101 Ranch Show by offer- 
ing him a high salary; also that false 
propaganda was circulated as to Miller's 
financial status; posters were mutilated 
and the schedules of the 101 Ranch 
Show were interfered with, causing the 
show a loss of $350,000 in 1930. 

Miller asks $400,000 for the loss of 
Mix’s services; $350,000 for the alleged 
actual money loss; $90,000 for property 
damage, and $200,000 for impaired credit. 

Officials of local Ringling office stated 
they knew nothing of the suit other 
than what had appeared in the dailies.

E HAVE often wondered whether 

the “leaps”, a feature with cir- 

cuses some years ago, would ever 
be brought back. Information has come 
to us that they will. Announcement 
Was made in last week's issue of The 
Billboard that the Dutton Circus Attrac- 
tions, owned by Mrs. James Dutton, 
would put on an act of this kind this 
season. We also have information that 
the Downie Bros.’ Circus, under man- 
agement of Charles Sparks, will do 
likewise. 


The cry for something new, something 
different, is constantly heard in the 
sircus realm as well as in all other fields 
of amusement. While the sensational 
act of leaping is not new in thé sense 
that it has never been put on before, it 
will be new to circusgoers today, for it 
has not been a part of a circus program 
for the last 15 years or more. While 
never witnessed by the writer personally, 
it must have been a whiz, for when 
talking to a veteran circus enthusiast he 
rarely fails to mention this stellar 
attraction, 


The act, so we are told, wat quite 
spectacular, a number of performers 
taking part. With the band playing 
lively they would take off from an, 
inclined run, alight on a springboard 
and perform straight leaps, single and 
double somersaults, etc., over the backs 
of a number of horses or elephants, 
placed side by side. Always showy, the 
act could also be worked up to a climax 
as the music stopped and the announcer 
told of some special feat about to be 
performed by the principal leaper. 


In bringing tis feature back, we be- 
lieve that it will be just as great a 
drawing card at this time as it was 
years ago, and will be just as thrilling 
to the present generation of circus fans 
as it was when Frank A. Gardner, John 
Worland, William  Batcheller, Fred 
O’Brien, Robert Stickney, Joe Artressi 
Belmont and a host of other well-known 
leapers were the stars of the sawdust 
ring. We for one have always wanted 
to see an act of this kind, and, no doubt, 
there are others who feel that they have 
been missing a “real” act, too.

BRAHMA GEORGE writes, in part, 
from San Francisco: “During the last 
year a lot of folks have asked. me ques- 
tions and wanted to know if there was 
ever a union for cowboys who followed 
contests for a livelihood, with wage 
scales and other benefits. Now, all know 
there have been cowboy clubs, associa- 
tions and unions for the cowboys work- 
ing in pictures these late years at Holly- 
wood, but so far as I know there has 
been only one union established for con- 
testants at rodeos, etc. During the 
Mountain and Plains Festival at Denver, 
Colo., in 1905, Bill Haywood, an organ- 
izer, after witnessing some of the roping 
and riding events, was introduced to 
many of the tophands of that day con- 


testing at the show. He seemed amazed 
at the reckless chances they took to win 
the comparatively small prizes of that 
time, and suggested the cowboys form- 
ing a union and demand better money 
prizes for their performances. All the 
boys were for it, including Tom Minor, 
@ bronk rider and brother-in-law of Hay- 
wood. A meeting resulted in the 
‘Broncho Busters and Range Riders 
Union’ being organized. Harry Brennan 
acting as president and Tom Minor sec- 
retary. Wages were fixed at $50 a day 
for contest riding and $50 a month for 
bronco busting and range riding on 
ranches. The seal was a cowboy riding 
a bucking horse with ‘BBRR’ on its hip. 
Haywood got up lIetterheads, also enve- 
lopes, with a cowboy throwing a rope 
loop around the return address, which 
read: ‘If not rounded up in 10 days, 
return to —’. But the union did not 
grow, or last long. Contest riding was 
not the highly delevoped profession it 
is to day, and there were no big rodeo 
circuits like we have these days. Also, 
the automobile, which has solved the 
contestants’ transportation problem, was 
not to the boys’ aid in those times.” 

FROM AUSTIN, Tex.—Calf and goat- 
roping contests will become legal if a 
bill introduced in Texas House of Repre- 
sentatives becomes a law. The measure 
introduced by Representative Johnson, 
of Carrizo Springs, defines such contests 
and makes them legal. Present Texas 
law prohibits roping contests for money, 
prizes or championship, and prohibits 
betting on such competitions. That con- 
tests can be held legally is not de- 
fined by the present law. Johnson's bill 
specifies that the law on the statute 
books “shall not apply to roping of calves 
or goats as a test of trial or skill so long 
as the contestant shall not throw or drag 
the calf or goat before dismounting from 
his horse”. Clause against betting is re- 
tained in the new bill.

Westchester 
System Grows 


Parks operate at profit 
second successive year-—— 
draw from other counties 


NEW YORK, April 11— 
Charles D. Fiske, president of 
Fish & Marvin, realtors, in a 
statement issued this week de- 
clared that Westchester County’s 
park and recreational system op- 
eration at a profit for the second 
year is evidence both of its 
growth and its growing popu- 
larity among residents of adjoin- 
ing counties. “Expansion of these facili- 
ties will be a major factor in a new era 
of expansion in population and realty ac- 
tivity,” said Fiske. 

“The Park Commission, in the early 
construction days, did not believe that 
the system would be able to show a 
profit year after year,” he declared. “Per- 
haps they failed to reckon with the num- 
ber of residents of other counties who 
would be attracted to Westchester to use 
the parks and parkways during their 
hours of recreation, and thus help to 
pay for their upkeep. 

“Playland, for example, last year found 
that approximately 50 per cent of the 
visitors to that beach resort came from 
counties other than Westchester.” 

Fiske is of the opinion that Playland, 
at Rye, should in a few years be a shore 
resort of the highest type, attracting 
millions of people. He stated that hotel 
and apartment construction in the vi- 
cinity of the beach is imminent.

HE PRE-SEASON for a number of 
T amusement parks and resorts is now 
on, and judging by early reports of 
crowds drawn thru the gates and busi- 
ness done by ballrooms, rides, conces- 
sions and other features in operation 
over theEaster holidays, despite a chilly 
atmosphere, it’s going to be a pretty good 
year. In the case of some parks the pre- 
liminary season has started earlier than 
usual. Coney Island at Cincinnati, one 
of the country's leaders, is one of these, 
and George F. Schott, president of Coney 
Island, Inc., has expressed himself as well 
pleased with the outcome. 
> 7: . 

This goes to prove that even tho gen- 
eral business conditions are still far from 
prosperous, people want park and resort 
amusements, knowing full well that they 
need these for their health’s sake, and 
are willing to conserve in other ways in 
order to avail themselves of same. 

. - . 

Now that the preliminary season has 
started off first rate, it is up to the 
park manager to see that the early 
patrons are turned into repeaters and 
hew faces are made to come. The way 
to do this is to give them something 
Special each week, or occasionally at 
least. We believe it is a mistake to wait 
until the middle of the regular season, 
when patronage begins to fall off, to do 
this. Get the public out of the habit of 
saying: “Oh, I was there once and have 
seen everything. Why go again?” Sup- 
pose the same entertainment was shown 
at a theater week after week, how many 
repeats would there be? And again, how 
many people would continue to go into 
a restaurant that had the same menu 
day after day? Get your repeats going 
good early, in addition to the one-time 
visitors, who would not go again because 
of being pinched financially, and you are 
sure to win out. 

. . * 

There are any number of “things dif- 
ferent” to offer, but none probably would 
go better this year than entertainment 
in the “flesh”—something that has been 
sadly neglected in theaters thruout the 
country the last few winters because of 
the talkies, and upon which the public 
has been well fed, as dwindling attend- 
ance indicates. 

. . > 

Of course, having “something different” 
doesn’t mean a thing unless the public 
is told about it, And the only way’ to 
tell the public is by advertising. In the 
April issue of Play, Jerome P, Fleishman 
deals with this subject of advertising. 
There are no two ways about it-—he hits 
the nail smack on the head. Says 
“Jerry”: “ “We always increase our adver- 
tising in bad times,’ says William Wrig- 
ley, Jr. It seems to me amusement 
parks, by and large, could well do the 
same. The average small park thinks of 
‘advertising’ as the free space in news 
columns which a nervy or clever press 
agent is able to hornswaggle out of un- 
suspecting city editors. I do not refer 
to that kind of advertising. I mean 
advertising — straight-from-the-shoulder, 
truthful advertising—in paid space. 
Small space, if properly handled, will do 
wonders. The instinct to seek recreation 
is deep in all of us. It needs prodding 
once in a while. Advertising will prod. 
Free space is becoming more and more 
aifficult to get, especially in urban cen- 
ters. That is as it should be. The 
amusement park has something to sell-— 
Something very valuable and helpful in 
this mad age—and it should not hesi- 
tate to use sensible selling methods just 
as other successful industries do.”

How Times Have Changed! 


During the early 1900s, Carnival- 
dom was greatly responsible for mo- 
tion pictures becoming popular. 
Nearly every carnival had from one 
to several “movie” attractions, pre- 
sented in black-lined tents (“black 
tops”, they were termed), and using 
feature films for week runs—“Great 
Train Robbery” was one of them. 

An instance of resourcefulness: In 
1905, J. E. (Jimmy) Finnegan had 
out the White City Amusement 
Company about half the season. 
With it were three “motion picture 
theaters” and some discarded films 
and other equipment. In a Kentucky 
city these three movie shows were 
“mopping up”, while other attrac- 
tions were scarcely doing fair. Not- 
ing this one of the attaches erected 
a “black top”, then corralled several 
machine heads and with parts from 
others placed one of them in work- 
able condition (used short lengths of 
electric wire covering as bushings). 
No rheostat, used a water barrel. 
Also pieced together a combination 
of film. One section of this was “The 
Holy City”, which had been seen al- 
most everywhere, but the fellow 
made the addition of a vocalist sing- 
ing the song of that title. Strange 
as it may seem the show topped all 
the others. 

How times have changed! Eventu- 
ally “movie” houses became located 
institutions almost thruout the 
country and with concurrently 
changing of film features—cashed 
in on the novelty.

week. The Ybry (perfume) Band was 
at the 46th Street, Brooklyn, and the 
Herbert Diamond Entertainers played at 
the Boulevard, Bronx. Roemer’s Homers 
laid off this week, but will play next 
week at the Bay Ridge, Brooklyn. While 
it is not known authentically what sal- 
ary arrangements are being made for the 
commercia] acts, in the case of the Bosch 
band the salaries of the 17 people are 
being paid on a 50-50 basis by Bosch 
radio and Loew. Since starting to play 
for Loew in and around here about three 
months ago, the band, piloted by Joe La 
France, is reported to have been getting 
$750 weekly from the theater end. Its 
members receive twice that amount in 
total salaries. 

Bosch band does a musical routine 
along general lines without verbal plugs 
for the manufacturing firm. It carries 
a cyclorama, however, upon which is 
broidered a shield with the Bosch trade 
mark and name. Altho comparafively 
few acts use music stands these days the 
Bosch band has them, and uses the face 
of them to exploit the Bosch insignia 
or trade mark. In the Ybry band act 
there is but a single reference to the 
perfume manufactured by the outfit 
sponsored out. This is in a bit where a 
girl walks across the stage and one of 
the boys in the band does some business 
of detecting a sweet scent and after in- 
terrogating the girl learns that she uses 
Ybry perfume. The Herbert Diamond 
act is sponsored by a retail jewelry 
establishment in upper Manhattan and 
Roemer’s Homers are the stage ambassa- 
dors of a furniture concern. The Bosch, 
Herbert Diamond and Roemer acts utilize 
their inferred air reps as logical tieups 
for their stage appearances. 

La France was formerly with standard 
band outfits and sold the Bosch people 
(United American Bosch Corporation) 
the idea of putting out acts for vaude- 
ville. He got Loew interested in his 
scheme some months ago and the pres- 
ent act is the result. The act has been 
booked for 20 weeks at Palisades Amuse- 
ment Park, opening April 25. Tommy 
Christian will be its conductor and will 
remain in this spot when the act re- 
sumes vaudeville dates in the fall. 

La France has been authorized by 
Bosch to put out five other outfits. He 
has already been assured time by RKO 
for one of the units in the Middle West, 
carrying.on the negotiations thru Harry 
Romm. One unit will play in the South, 
another will go west and arrangements 
are being made for a fifth to work on 
“location” in Minnesota. 

While Loew officials still deny that 
they are contemplating the organization 
of a special promotion department to 
handle the commercial angles of book- 
ing. word is being passed around the 
Office that this project is being dis- 
cussed seriously.

for the operator of each theater is in- 
cluded in the bill. 

While the proposed measure would 
work a hardship upon all theaters, the 
opposition points out that the popular- 
priced houses especially would be severely 
hit. For instance, where the admission 
price is 15 cents it would mean a tax 
of 33 1-3 per cent; 20 cents, 25 per cent; 
25 cents, 20 per cent; 30 cents, about 
16% per cent; 35 cents, about 14% per 
cent; 40 cents, 12%, per .cent; 45 cents, 
about 11 per cent; 50 cents, 10 per cent, 
etc. With such taxation admission 
prices would have to be increased; in 
other words, passing the tax on to the 
public, which would show its effect in 
decreased attendance. 

In order to forestall a possible move 
to submit the bill to a referendum a 
provision is included passing $2,000,000 
of the annual receipts to the relief of

cedence over everything else. The huge 
task of putting in the dirt, surfacing it 
and installing the paraphernalia kept a 
large force of men on the jump from 
Sunday at midnight until late Monday. 
This gave the performers no opportunity 
for an adequate rehearsal. Fortunately, 
perhaps, the matinee audience was very 
light, and the efternoon show was 
virtually a dress rehearsal with plenty of 
the rough spots that were to be ex- 
pected of a new show. The evening per- 
formance showed a wonderful improve- 
ment and gave promise of a smoothly 
running, well-rounded show after a 
couple of days break-in, and the promise 
has been fulfilled. The riding acts found 
it particularly difficult to work on open- 
ing day because the insufficiently packed 
dirt floor was extremely rough, making 
the execution of the bareback stunts of 
May Wirth, the Hannefords and the 
Davenports hazardous undertakings. 

The promoters of the circus must be 
given credit for having assembled a 
mighty fine show. Irma Ward, aerialiste, 
is featured, and deservedly so. May 
Wirth, Bee Kyle, Oscar Babcock, Great 
Curran, the Hustries, the Wards, Sul- 
livans and Fearless Flyers, Cliff Gregg 
and a number of other acts are of un- 
questioned merit. Many of them—most 
of them, in fact—have occupied a prom- 
inent place in the circus world for 
years, some of them: for as much as a 
quarter of a century. The printed pro- 
gram credits “costumes by Eaves, New 
York and Paris; floats by Devonni, Milan, 
Italy, and Lamarioux, Nice, France”. Al 
Sweet and his band dispense authentic 
circus music. 

Direction of program is in competent 
hands. Jorgen M. Christiansen and 
Dennie Curtis, equestrian directors, keep 
everything moving at a rapid pace. Cur- 
tis handles the whistle thru the greater 
part of the show. Announcing is ca- 
pably done by Dan Maley, using a micro- 
phone. The various clown numbers, con- 
ceived by Kenneth Waite, are up to par, 
the novelty walkaround employing gro- 
tesque figures being especially good. 

The program, as given on opening day, 
follows: 


The Program 


The lengthy and varied program, pre- 
sented in three rings and on two stages, 
was well handled by the two capable 
equestrian directors—Jorgen Christian- 
sen and Dennie Curtis, and the band of 
20, directed by Al Sweet, added material- 
ly to the presentation of the perform- 
ance. Al cued the various acts in a 
highly satisfactory manner. 

The Parade of Nations proved a fine 
opening spec., with all performers par- 
ticipating. Nine elephants and six 
camels also were in lineup. It was con- 
ceived by H. C. Ingraham and directed 
by E. F. Carruthers. The nations rep- 
resented were America, Italy, Japan, 
Africa, England, Germany, Mexico, 
France, Russia and China. Floats also 
were in the tournament. 

DISPLAY 2.—Asaw, Harmon and Hall 
elephants appeared in the three rings. 
They were in groups of threes and did 
the usual routine of stunts. Worked a 
little slow when this performance was 
caught. 

DISPLAY 3.—Comedy acrobatic num- 
ber, in which Solon Trio, Larkin Trio 
and Dolandes Trio were in rings and 
Marcus and Leander Trio on stages. A 
pretty fair number. 

DISPLAY 4.—The Aerial Ballet. Thru- 
out the tent girls were on swinging lad- 
ders, a very pretty display. Participants 
were Mlle.
